Washington, Feb. 25.—Mr. John S. 
Wise, of Virginia, bad a very lively time 
to-day. He was before the Sherman Out 
rage Committee giving his testimony. He 
was very bitter in what h« said about the 
Democratic party of Virginia and its 
alleged methods of securing majorities. He 
was severely cross-examined by Senator 
Vance, and the two had lively tilts. At one 
time Senator Vance said that Mr. Wise was 
not stating facts. Both were a little 
hot under the collar. There was a 
big, broad table between them, how¬ 
ever. Wtse wanted to know if Vance 

meant his language as an insult. Vance said 
that he did not, but thought that Wise's 
statements about North Carolina and about 
himself were personally offensive. Wise had 
reflected upon tho methods of the Democratic 
party in North Carolina as well as Virginia, 
and had said that w hen he first met V'anoe 
the Utter was a K. N., now he was an n. k. 
He was a Know-nothing thirty years ago and 
a nigger-killer now. Wise &**ured the 
North Carolina Senator that he did not 
mean to be personally offensive to him 
Vance then ©aid that be did not mean to 
insult Wise. There was then some peace. 

In the House, Mr. Cox, of Now York, 
called attention to the speech made by Wise 
last Saturday, in which he referred to him as 
* 'a pillar of brass by day and a pillar of gaa 
by night.” Tho pleuro-pneumonia bill was 
being considered. Ho know, he said, that 
Mr. Wise was friendly to him, because be¬ 
fore he made that speech be came over and 
apologized for what he wa» about 
to say. But he did think it ill- 
timed, if not in bad taste, for 
the callow fledgliug from Virginia who 
spoke so proudly of his State to attack him 
when he had stood up and fought on the 
floor of the House the battle against her dis¬ 
memberment, when West Virginia was 
ripped uutimely from old Virginia's womb. 
The gentleman should not either have 
brought the memory of his father into the 
discussion of the pleuro pneumonia bill. 
IMr. Cox called it “plurir-pneumony,” in 
imitation of the wild, untamed Belford.] 
He was sorry that Mr. Wise had brought 
in the name of bis father; while 
he respected the father he could 
not extend that reepect to 
the son. When Mr. Wise had 

referred to him as “a pillar ot bra©s by day 
and of gas by night,* 1 he •rupposed that he 
had meant to quote the Bible. He was not 
surprised that he had misquoted the Old 
Testament. He, on the other hand, would 
be surprised to hear any one connected with 
the Republican party correctly quote Bcrip- 
lure. # 

He then read the paxsage describing bow 
the children of Inrael had in the exodus been 
led by a pillar of cloud by day and 
bv a pillar of tire at night. They 

wore led from bondage by a 
supernal agency. Mr. Wise and his Read- 
juater friends were like the pursuing Egyp¬ 
tian*. They hail not beon leu by any unfail¬ 
ing signs and, like the Egyptian», had, in the 
ruceut election, been * wallowed up. Mr. 
Cox *aul be would like to read the whole of 
the Bible to the Republicans, but he bad not 
tho time. 

Belford here said that if Mr. Cox would 
read the Bible he w ould cease to be a Dem¬ 
ocrat. 

Mr. Cox, in winding up, said 
Mr. Wi&o reminded him of a novel 
he bail just finished. written by 
a diatinguisbod Russian. It was devoted to 
tho consideration of the superfluous man 
who was so good as to be tit for nothing at 
all. 

Mr. Gibson followed with a somewhat per 
sonal attack upon Mr. Wisej 

The latter made a speech which elieited 
great deal of applause r rom the Republic 
ans. lio would ao>wer Mr. Cox but 
briefly, because be km-w that what he bad 
said of him was of a friendly character. Ho 
would say, however, that the Goal 
ition party had, as Mr. Cox 

said, been overrun. It was overrun 
exactly as the Egyptians bad been. They 
bad been overrun by a red sea of blood. He 
spoke of suLrgUng of constitutional coustrnc- 
t i mists. They care n-»tforthe good of the 
country, but were cor.t -nt ta pick toe fleas of 
strict construction. He .urn paid some atten¬ 
tion to Mr.Giie,on,wbo. h«*aid, u»ed to be of 
Virginia, but who sneuk'^f away from her in 
her time of peril. The luA he had known of 
Mr. Gibson, when be wa^a Virginian, was to 
see him wrestling every irtorniug on the floor 
of the Underwood convention with n negro, 
he never could tell which got the better of it, 
but he did know that the negro was still in 
Virginia, while Mr. Gib*on, when his State 
was in trouble, away to a more 

prosperous community. . 

The House adjourned without acting on 
th” Mil. 

There were a good many negroes in the 
gallery when Wise made bis speech. A 
number of them followed him admiringly os 
he walked up the avenue to his hotel. 

THE COPYRIGHT BILL. 

A SENSIBLE AND INTELLIGENT ARTICLE ON 
THE SUBJECT FROM TRE TRIBUNE. 

(Special to the Courier-Journal, l 
Washington, Feb. 25.—Mr. Tucker, of 
Virginia, will, on Wednesday, introduce to 
tho House the News Copyright Bill. The 
New York Tribune of to-day bos the follow¬ 
ing intelligent article on the bill: **A propo¬ 
sition to copyright rfewa sounds strangely to 
some perhape—news seems to be such an in¬ 
tangible thing. It h what A tells B or B tells C 
or what the newspaper tells each ot tbom. 
The time was when men would have stared 
at being told that news could be considered 
property. Yet that ia just what the progress 
of the age has made it, and in the further 
progress of the age measures most tie found 
to protect it, which Mr. Watterson'a bill for 
copyrighting new* proposes in part to do. 
Enormous sums of money are expended in 
the collection of news, far greater 
Ilian most newspaper readers realize. 
The product of all thD labor and expense ia 
just as clearly property as if it could be 
weighed or measured or cut with a knife or 
melted, and therefore just as clearly entitled 
to protection against thieves. The ordinary 
thief, when bo is caught, goes to the peniten¬ 
tiary. Tho nows thief enjoys complete im¬ 
munity. He secures an early copy of some 
enterprising paper, atenls from it news which 
has coat it a great deal of money 
to obtain, and reprint# it in bis

|'^be plan of the Wattarson bill is simply 
to prevent auch thieving by giving news¬ 
papers a copyright on their news for a few 
hours. The length of time is not of import¬ 
ance. Twenty-tour hour* has been spoken 
of. Twelve would be better; even six 
or eight would doubtless be sufficient. 
A limit of twenty-four hours might seem to 
interfere with the free copying of matter 
from other papers, with credit, or might be 
supposed to embarrass tho evening papers, 
though it ne^d not do so. A copyright of 
twelve hour* or of eight would «erv© all 
practical purpOMjs. News to be stolen so as 
to be of use mu^t be stolen at once. Those 
who have suggeitti-d that news could be re 
written so a* to destroy its Identity and the 
thief thus escape punishment, do not under¬ 
stood the real nature of tins griev 
anee. The ne.vx thief does his stealing 
when there Is no time to re-write. If Con¬ 
gress will give the copyright the newspapers 
will look after ita practicability. Tuts is not 
a bill in the internet of any particular news 
association. All news associations and all 
newspapers would be protected by It is 
not an attempt to monopolize information, 
as some, out of interested motives, have ab¬ 
surdly represented. It simply proposes that 
ncwfinaper* which have spent their monov 
for a thing shall be entitled to the control of 
it for the very brief time which will prevent 
their being robbed of it. 

“A newspaper winch spend** many thou¬ 
sands of dollars for ’news annually, ha* 
surely the same light to he protected in the 
use of its property as the writer of a book, 
the composer of a piece of music or the pub- 
iRher of a photograph. No ope would be so 
unreasonable as to expect or so foolish as to 
desire a long copyright over news. That 
would bo wildhr impracticable. \11 that the 
Wattarson Dill a**ks is tnat the newspa¬ 
pers shall uot have their news stolen 
from them before their very eyes, aud pub¬ 
lished simultaneously with them by others 
who have bbrne no part of the expense of 
getting it. It is a bill which men who prac¬ 
tice honest methods in business of any kind 
ought to favor. How any honest man who 
understands it can object we can’t free. Men 
who live by stealing the fruits of other peo¬ 
ple’s enterprise and money of course won’t 
like it, but is Congress to legislate for them!’* 


CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHT. 

HAS CONGRESS A RIGHT TO APPROPRIATE 
MONEY FOR THE FLOOD HUFFKRERA’ RE¬ 
LIEF? 

(SpccuU Cable to the ( ourier-Journal.] 
Washington, Feb. 25.—A brief discus¬ 
sion of the constitutional right of Congress 
to appropriate money for rebef of sufferers 
by storm and flood arose in the Senate this 
morning. Mr. Ransom introduced a joint 
resolution to appropriate $100,000 to re¬ 
lieve persons rendered destitute in North and 
South Carolina, Georgia and Alabama by 
the severe storm of the 10th inst. Speeches 
describing the distress caused by the cyclone 
in these State* were made by Messrs. Ran¬ 
som, Brown and Pugh. 

The question of the constitutionality 
of such grants was not raised 
in the Senate when the appropriations were 
made for the relief of the flood-sufferers in 
the Ohio valley. Mr. Harris, of Tennessee, 
raised it to-day. He premised his objection 
with the statement that no appeal bad come 
from the States included in the resolution. 
Ungracious as it may seem, be said, “and 
while I sympathize deeply with the sufferers 
by the storm, I can not and will not at any 
time cast my vote in favor of taking one 
dollar out of the Public Treasury, for pur¬ 
poses which, like this, I believe to be uncon¬ 
stitutional. ” 

Mr. Morgan said be had heard of no re¬ 
quest for such legislation by the people of 
Alabama, and he rather inclined to the be¬ 
lief that appropriations of this character are 
unconstitutional. Mr. Garland, on the oth¬ 
er band, said he had no doubt that at the 
proper time he could show as much consti¬ 
tutional right for tho relief of storm-stricken 
as for flood-stricken sections of the couiitry. 

Mr. Voorbees inclined to the same 
opinion, but was in favor of 
the constitutionality of such grants 
being settled ns speedily ns possible. 

Mr. Ransom, in winding up the brief de 
bate, said there had Imn*u no apfieal for this 
legislation. Private charity, however, was 
unable to eompeto with such calamities, and 
national aid should be promptly given.

Toe Becrutary of State received a cable 
this morning from Mini-tor Foster, Mmlnd, 
announcing the death by suicide at AJicaute, 
Spain, of James K. Partridge, residing there 
on account of hi* health. Partridge wa» in 
the United S ates diplomatic service for 
many year* at Brazil and other South 
American countries, his ln-t being at Lima. 

The remains of Assistant Surgeon Ambler, 
one of De Long's comrade* in the Jeannette 
expedition, were buried at Markham, Va., 
yesteroay in the presence of n large 
nunmer of naval officers and residents of 
Fauquier county The casket was covered 
with the union-jack and floral wreaths, 
which Imd been accumulating all the way 
from Siberia. 

The Shipping Committee this morning 
took up a bill to admit foreign-built ships to 
American registry free of duty, and voted 
three to six to report it adversely. Those 
voting iu favor of the bill were Messrs. Slo- 
cunir Throckmorton and Deuster; in the 
negative. Mes»rs. Dingley, Long. Hunt, 
George, O’Neil and Lore. Mr. Dibble did 
not vote and Mr. Findlav was absent. It 
was agreed that Mr. Dingley should prepare 
a report cmbodyiug the view* of the ma¬ 
jority, and Mr. Slocum ouo embodying the 
viewK of the minority.

The Controller of the Currency has au¬ 
thorized the First National Bank of San 
Francisco (changed from a gold to a currency 
bank, to commence business. Capital $1,- 
600.000. 

Representative Springer to-day intro¬ 
duced for reference in the Hou*e the proposed 
Constitutional amendment making the Prcsi 
dential term six years and rendering a 
President ineligible to re-election the next 
succeeding terra. It provides for a direct 
vote for President in each State and abol¬ 
ishes the Electoral College. Each State 
shall have a number of votes enual in num¬ 
ber to its Representatives and Senators in 
Congress, to tie given each candidate in pro¬ 
portion to the total vote cast for each. The 
term of Repre-^entativeA iu Congress is fixed 
at three years, and Congress shall meet each 
yoar on the first Wednesday In January, the 
first session to convene in the January suc- 
oeeding the November election.

NATIONAL HANK CIRCULATION. 

AFTER TWELVE DAYS OK TEDIOUS DEBATE 

THE M'PHKRsn.N BILL PASSES. 

[Sitecial to the Courier-Journal. \ 

Washington, Feb. 25. — After twelve 
days of learned but tedious debate tho 
McPhersou biU relating to national bank 
circulation was passed to-day. The closing 
talk was of a commonplace character. Thu 
measure was practically talked uut on Timm 
day evening. George, of Mtaslssippi, how¬ 
ever. bad the floor, and he inflicted a 
two-hour*’ speech on the wearied Senators 
to-day, in which he opposed tho bill os not 
funitsain; an efficient remedy for the imnii 
nent evil of contraction. He criticised at 
length the national bank system generally, 
and gave an unqualified support to the pend 
ing question. 

The amendment of Mr. Vest, providing 
for the is»ue of Treasury notes 
ln lieu of national bank circula¬ 
tion, wheu bonds deposited for the 
security of same are withdrawn, was re- 
ieeted by a vote of 14 yeas to 38 nays, and 
Mr. Plumb then offered an additional sec 
turn to the bill, to the effect that banks hav¬ 
ing a paid-up capital of $100,000 or less 
shall orgaui/e on a dejiosit of not less than 
$10,000, with bond* of the United States, 
drawing not less than four per cent, interest. 

Mr. bayard, who had charge of the bill 
said be did not feel Justified m 
accepting th* proposition quite irreipectivo 
of its merits or demerits. At the 
same time he tnought the Finance Commit 
tee would consider it carefully a separate 
proposition. Tue amendment was voted 
down. The bill then passed substantially as 
reisorted from the Financo Committee, tho 
ouiy aru*n iment beiug to place the gold 
banks on the same footing with other an 
tionai bank* in regard to circulation. The 
vote nr as 42 yeas aud 12 nays. Those voting 
in the negative were Messrs. Coke, Garland, 
George.

PENSION BILLS. 

TWO NEW MEASURES FOR THE BENEFIT OF 
THE DEFENDERS OF THE UNION. 
Washington. Feb, 25.—Senator Harri¬ 
son introduced in tbe Senate to-day a bill of 
great importance to soldiers and their 
widows. It provide# a pension for all sol¬ 
diers who served during tbe rebellion in tbe 


military or naval service for a period of six 
months and were honorably dLcharged, pro¬ 
vided they are now disabled. The bill pro¬ 
ceeds upon tho theory that there are many 
soldiers who did not contract disabili¬ 
ties during the war of such specific aud well-, 
defined nature as to enable them to makt 
proof thereof as required by existing law*, 
but in truth and in foot they are now broken 
down in health by reason of the hard¬ 
ships and exposures of the service. Th- bill 
grants relief to Giat cDm of soldiers who had 
the physical strength to bear tho burdetpt of 
war without receiving hospital treatment, 
but by reason of their long and faithful 
service have become invalids. The highoit 
rate of pension granted is $24, which i« 
made divisible, according to the degree of 
Actual ULaUdty. Tue bill increase# the rate 
to $12 of all widows of pensioners who con¬ 
tracted disability in aud since the war of the 
rebellion, and wt.o are now drawing $H, and 
fixes the rate of such claimant# at $12 per 
month tor future pvusions. 

It also provides a pension for tbe widows 
of such soldier* as uinv be pensioned under 
tin* first section of nid bill, and also tue 
widow# of those who served in the war of 
tho rebellion and diail obtain a pension un¬ 
der the existing laws for disability without 
the widow* being required to prove that death 
wo# due to the service. Tbi does not grant 
a pension to all widows, but to widow# of 
Holdiors who are or will become pensioners. 

It grant* relief to many worthy claimant* 
\vn»>*e hr*baud* were disabled by reason of 
their military service and w ere * destined to 
die from some specific disease from which 
bury were lingering, but au acute disease 
intervening and causing death. These 
claimants were barred, awing to the 
immediate cause of death uot be¬ 
ing dm.* to the service. This bill 

I* tne result of demands wh.cb the Govern¬ 
ment is uuable to meet utidcr the existing 
laws. A soldier, for example, who was in 
^very bailie of tbe FoLoiuao from 1881 tc 
ISflo, but who was neither wounded nor in 
the hospital, now* becomes disabled by reason 
of disease contracted in tho service. Unde- 
th* existing laws the Government can not 
help such a soldier, but tbe bill propose* not 
only to pension niiu, but also to peusiou his 
■ 

Jii an interview to-day 8eimtor Harrison 
said that while this wa» a radical change in 
the peciMioii laws, he had carefully consid¬ 
ered the whole matter, and did not hesitata 
to say that, in his opinion, every true friend 
of the Uiiioa soldiers could afford to sustain 
such a mea&ure. It wn» needed, and ought 
to become a law at once. All pensions under 
this act begin at the date of filing tbe appli¬ 
cation thereof. • 

Representative Cannon also introduced a 
bill to simplify procedure iu pension claims, 
and to extend tne benefit# of the pentiou 
law A to worthy claimants for invalid pen- 
cions, and to the widows, minor children and 
dependent relative* of holdior* aud sailors of 
the late war w ho are uuAble bv the existing 
laws to furnish tho DScessarv evidence re¬ 
quired to connect the disability with such 
service, and for other purposes. The bill 
recites that the lapse of time Mnoe the war 
for the suppression of tho rebellion and tto 
death of v itnesses often render it impo#-. 
sible to secure tne evidence required and nec¬ 
essary to establish a claim for ponrimui under 
the exLUug law*, where pensionable disabfi- 
ity or final disease i# due to cause* not es¬ 
tablished by tbe records of tbe VN ar or Navy 
Departments, and thereby a moat meritori¬ 
ous class of claims ace frequently defeated 
and Congress is therefore called upon to 
grant reitof by special acts, thereby incum¬ 
bering the pri vate calendar to the detriment 
of the public bunines#. It provides: 

First—That in the consideration of clairaa for 
pension no proof of soundness st the enlistment 
of the claimant, or of tne origin of his disabili¬ 
ty iu the service and line of duty, shall be re¬ 
quired if the records of the arur and navy de¬ 
partment* shall shvH* tlull the claimant, ar 
soldier or sailor, on account of whose service* a 
pen.-non is churned, wok mustered Into the L otted 
States -erricd and rendered six months* uctual 
service in th* war for the suppre-duii of the re¬ 
bellion with his command, or upon detached ser¬ 
vice under orders, and wo# honorably diaefiareed. 
provided that the diseAse or disability therefrom 
extets to a:* extent that be discovered *nd 0* 
earthed au p*n*b'Uald* by the examining sur 
etKui mid Is mil duo to diwnpaiioti or vicious 
baoitK of the soldier. 

8e<x»nd—Thai la considering claims for pension 
on account of the death of a soldier or »*Uor. 
who h* sliown ov th* records of the War or Navy 
l>rp irtineot to nave rendered mix mou lhs‘ actual 
nervkv* in the war for »he «.uppresaion of the re 
belliou with his command or under orders or 
detached service, the oulr proof which shall be 
required as to the orfinn of the death cause 
shall be that the soldier received an honorable 
di-char^e and lias suffered p*-n«iunabl* dis¬ 
ability. as set forth iu section 1 of t •« bill, and 
which efficient cause existed continuously to 
tho dale of death. 

Third That in considering the claim* of de 
pendeut imretu* for a (e-uidon the fact and cnune 
of the death of the soldo r or *&ilor having l*e r ii 
shown as required by the exiting law or a# pro¬ 
vided In sections i and 2 of tue bill, the fact of 
the prevent « ondithm of physical inability and 
dependence upon others lhan'tha«e legally bound 
therefor for ntippori, and the fact tnat the ooldier 
or sailor left no widow’ or minor child shall alone 
lw» required to be atiowu by r.wn|Kdcnt evidence 
to entitle the names of the dependent parents to 
be placed on th» fienidon roll, and no {woof of 
dependence at tbe date of the death of the aol 
dter shall be required or nece-soary. 

Fourth - That tiie provuioim of this hilt shall 
not apply to officers and soldier* and ssilurs of 
ihetv-^iilar army or narv since tbe Ut of July, 

The bill was referred to the Committee on 
Invalid I’ensiun*, and Cannon says he will 
press it to a f&vurablu consideration. Its 
effect will b<» to render )»ussible tho granting 
of 50,CRH) pensions, widen under the exist¬

OTHER FOREIGN NEWS 


London, Feb. 25.—A diapatcb from 
Triiikitat say®; Baker Pasha has been aji- 
pomted Chief of the Intelligence Depart¬ 
ment, with Col. Burnaby, correspoudant of 
th* London fW, as ns>i*tnnt. The trans 
port Thibet has bc>cn detailed to quarantine, 
owing to the appearance of ®mal!-pox among 
the troop® on board. All the soldiers return¬ 
ing on the troop ship Jumna volunteered 
their service* ashore, which have been ac¬ 
cepted as a most welcome addition. Uen. 
Graham's forces bving veterans, they will 
give steadiness and increased confidence to 
the younger soldtors. 

A Suakim dispatch say*: Another refu¬ 
ge© from Tokar eays a majority of the gar¬ 
rison wished to surrender, but 200 insisted 
upon continuing the reslotance. It is uncer- 
ain, therefore, whether the surrender ha* 
actually been made, but it is strongly be¬ 
lieved the majority prevailed, and Tokar is 
iu the hands of tho rebels. 

An improBable report is published hero 
that Gen. Gordon bos spiked the guns, de¬ 
stroyed the store* and determined to evacu¬ 
ate Khartoum forthwith on account of the 
report that 31ahdi is marching ou the town. 

A buakim dispatch says; Another refugee 
from Tokar reports that he mot a rebel ac¬ 
quaintance who told him thst the intention 
was to put all the gmruon of Tokar to death 
except the gunuer* after the surrender, not¬ 
withstanding the promises that had been 
made. A spy sent to a frieudly tribe 
bring* information that the rebels bad at¬ 
tacked a tribe and taken 73 prisoners and 50 
grain-laden camels. Reports are abroad 
that the rebels are attacking Saukim to¬ 
night. 

A dispatch from Constantinople say®: It 
is positively asserted that Mabdi and King 
John of Abyssinia have signed a convention 
to the effect that King John shall teniain 
neutral, and in return shall receive a port on 
the Red be* and a large accession of terri¬ 
tory. ’ 

The Fall Mall G’nreffr and the Tory even¬ 
ing papers deprecate tke advance of Gen. 
Graham upou leb ns hazardous and need¬ 
less. 

A Cairo dispatch ssyn: Great uneasiness 
is felt here at tue report that the powertul 
Be>hareen Arab*, wuo occupy the territory 
between Khartoum and \v«dyualfa and 
eastward as far a» Berber, have revolted. If 
this is true, Gen. UordOu, with Khartoum 
aud the other g*rri«on§, i* cut off. Mali li * 
emissaries are going throughout the whole 
of Egypt baanng the simple message, “1 am 
coming; be ready/' This j &**c* from mouth 
to mouth, and tho situation is becoming seri¬ 
ous. 

A Suakim dihpatch say*: A mutiny occur¬ 
red this morning of the (Hack troops. The}’ 
dispersed through the Bazaar and Lhrcat«u*d 
to join the rebels. Admiral Hewitt w ill there¬ 
fore retain a number of marines at Suakim 
nud the blacks wUl bh srnt to Cairo forth¬ 
with, Sp.es report great rejoicing in the 
camp of Osman Deguia at the fall of Tokar. 
The patrol caught sight of tae rebels and re¬ 
tired, the enetuy pursuing. 

Gen. Qrnuam’ft troops remain encamped 
between Tfmkitat unci Cape Madka under 
the guus of the garrison. Following tbo 
council of Gen. Gordon, Admiral liewettha* 
decided to await the arrival of the hors© ar¬ 
tillery before ordering ym advance. Ad¬ 
miral llewett has sent order to Huakiut 
for 500 black troops to raand bury the dead 
of Baker Pasha’* urmy'mng on the field at 
Teb. Many hundred belles are lying un¬ 
buried, tilling tue air with a noxious 
taint. Au outbreak of cholera is 

feared in the camp. The blacks who 
refused to go to Tnnkitat yesterday left 
buakim for that place to-day, being aamred 
that they were not wanted to tight, A 
cavalry recounoissance wm made to-day to¬ 
ward Teb. Arabs were found in force be¬ 
tween Teb and the earthworks thrown up 
by Baker Pasha. Every sign indicates that 
Osman Degma, the rebel loader, means to 
contest the advance of tho British troops. 
It is reported that the Government, acting 
under the advice of Gen. \Vu.-*#ly, has or 
dered Gen. Graham to transfer hi* b*»* of 
derations to buakim. wnence, with a 
strengthened force of men and art.B 
l«ry, he is to maren to assault 
Tamanich, Osman Derma's headquarters. , 
The report that El Mabdi was marcuing to¬ 
ward Kuartoum is coutirmud. He liberated 
12 members of the Catholic mission before 
Ivaviug K1 Obed, receiving a ransom of 
4)2,800 through the Austrian Consul at 
Khartoum. LI MahdPs inaction after his 
victory at El tibed is explained tfeu*: Find¬ 
ing t^>at the bueiks of the principal tnlie* 
wished to go borne with their *poils in order 
to attend the harve»t, lie proclaimed a holy 
truce during the months of Moharrem and 
Ibatai, ending the dale of Lae anniversary of 
ths birth of the Prophet.

Two 
Egyptian battalions, with two gatliugguns 
ami twenty tons of ammunition, will start 
for Assouan Thursday, The English troop* 
will follow.

Tne subject is treated with Boldnes* and ef¬ 
fect. and it is regarde* 1 as a strong and beau¬ 
tiful work. The poet's daughters pronounce 
the likeness striking. The bust will Ik* 
placed iu a conspicuous angle of tbo poest* 
corner, between tho busts of Chaucer and 
Dryden, and bvar the following inscription, 
left by Dean Stanley: *‘Tbia bust, wo* placed 
among the memorials of the poet* of Eng¬ 
land by the English admirers of the American 
poet.” The Memorial (‘ommittee has in¬ 
vited Gladstone to unvail the monument. 

Thus. Miiuer Gibbon, formerly Privy 
Councillor ana President of the .Board of 
Trade, i* dead, aged seventy-seven years. 

Shortly after l o'clock this morning a ter¬ 
rible explosion occurred in the cloak-room 
of tho Victoria railway station, London.

The Eosne of Festivity That is How Being Wit- 
uessed hy Many Thousands in 
lisw Orleans. 


THE GIDDY CABSIVAL. 


[Special to the Courier-Journal.] 

New Orleans. Feb. 25.— The largo enwd 
of visitors already in the city yesterday 
was largely added to by rad and steamer 
to-day. Every' transportation route wo* 
crowded with Incoming passenger®, and to 
night the city i* fujl to overflowing with peo¬ 
ple from a distance who have come to enjoy 
tho Mardi Gras festivities. Th.'se festivities 
proper openod thD afternoon with the recep¬ 
tion of Rex. Tho Rex party, with the 
Order of Umcinuatus, came up the rivor on 
the steamer C. Hardison and were met at 
the foot of Canal street by an immense 
crowd of people, aud by a large force of 
military, which wo* to act a® a guard of 
honor. Tim force consisted of the marines 
from the United States ship-of- 
war Tennessee, a company of regu¬ 
lar artillery from Jackson barracks, 
the Fifth Maryland, tho Detroit Light In¬ 
fantry. the Continental Guards, 'Washing¬ 
ton Artillery, Crescent Rifles, Louisiana 
Field Artillery and German Battalion. 

The military wa* dressed in new and 
hautUome uniforms, and made a 
handsome appearance a® it passed 
aloug tho crowded thoroughfares 
to Carnival Palace. Hex and bis suite 
presented Charles II. and bis courtiers, while 
Cincinnatu* and his followers appeared as 
Human Dictator, Lictor, Prsators, Cen- 
lurious and .Standard-bearer*. 

A royal lev©# followed the parad", which 
was attended by thousands of vbdtorel To¬ 
night the Knights of Proteus appeared on 
the streets in a magnificeut pageant illus¬ 
trating the ^Eneid. The business portion 
of the city vrus handsomely illuminated in 
honor of the event, Canal street being a 
blaze of vari* gated light. This and all older 
street* along which the procession pas>ed 
was densely thronged. Perhaps 200,000 
people wit noised the parade. 

The subject chosen for representation was 
a happy otie, a# it euuLlvd th# artists 
to select tableaux of great beauty. There 
were seventeen of th*?se.

Jupiter Piuvius, JEoius; 3, Nept¬ 
une. calming the storui; 4, .Eneas, relating 
hi* adventures to Dido; 5, the fate of Priam; 
0, JEnea*., leaving Troy; 7, Polyphemus; N, 
death of Dido; 9, the temple of Cunne; 10, 
th# vestibule of Averuus; il. the judgment 
of Kuadamanfhus; 12. the palac# of 
Pluto; 13, gat#* of ivory; 14, Circe 
and her lover*; 15, tho palace of Picus; 
1H, “Juno U|*umg the Gate* of War;” 17, 
“Combat of .Eneas and Turmus.” 

As the beautiful spectacle moved slowlv 
along it was everywhere greeted with burst# 
of applause, it finally disappeared near tho 
Freuch Opera-house, and shortly afterward 
the knights appeared on the stage in a grand 
tableaux repiv^nring All the characters dis¬ 
played in their »tro*t pageant.

When the price touched 13IJ* the Lacka¬ 
wanna crowd was greatly excited, and a 
most interesting colloquy eusued. 

"I will give 131;, for 5,000 Lacka¬ 
wanna," shooted B. V. White. “Bold," said 
Mr. Hudson. “Three-eighths for 5,000,” 
said Mr. Whites “Bold," said Mr. Hudson. 

‘ ‘Three-eight* for another 5,000 or any part'* 
o«'n tin tied Mr. White* "fiHild3,000," respond¬ 
ed Mr. Hudfton, nnd he had sold 13,000 .shares 
at 131%. Mr. While *ut>tequeatly bought 
5,'JOO more and offered to buy 20,000, and 
Mr. Hudson sold to the room large quanti¬ 
ties, estimated with his *ale* to Mr. White at 
from 30,000 to 50,000 sbures. 

On this incident tho stock market turned 
for the day. The room trader* at once took 
it for granted that the bull )>oal bad collapaed 
and sold tho list heavily and quickly. The 
result was a general decline of from }§ to 2J* 
per cent., w.iicb looked serious until 2 
o'clock. The market then rallied, and at 
the close showed no heavy falling off, except 
for Lackawanna, llj£, and Union Pacific, 
11V* The rosi of th# list was fractionally 
below Saturday** closing. 

There Was n good deal of speculation as to 
who sold the Laokawauna. The general im¬ 
pression in the board-room was that it was 
for the account of some of th# lead¬ 
ing bears, who are supposed to be 
short of the stack at very low figures. 
Another story said that some of the bull 
pool bad taken tbrlr profits, but Mr. Uonld 
warmly denied tbit. In any event the move¬ 
ment in Lackawar^na fa important. If it was 
by the bears, it shows the presence in the 
market of an element which ha* been absent 
for a long time, uihi which bode* no good to 
the buLI movement.

It wa* dull from one end of the clay to the 
other, aud about nil tiie pita there was very 
little of incident. Heasn and Jones, the “Big 
Two,” were pounding gram, giving their at¬ 
tention alternately to corn and wheat, but 
doing a vastly greater amount of selling in 
the wheat pit than in the corn. There was 
to help them in the big pit a general feeling 
of uneasiness and a wholesale unloading oT 
little jugs of long wheat. At the low¬ 
est figures of tho day there 
wit* good buying, and there were plenty of 
big orders here at D7c which could not be 
executed.

Tho 8©uaU IavestigAtion Enlivened bj Several 
Passages at Arm? Between Senator Vance 
and Congressman J. 8. Wise. 


THE TESTIMONY IN DETAIL^ 


W ABB I n (iT 4 )N, Feb. 25.—The first witness 
before the Danville Investigating Com- 
mitten was Congressman John S. Wise, who 
•tated the issue* ot various Virginia cam¬ 
paigns. Tha Fuader party, be said, sought 
to perpetuate the race issue. Hi introduced 
papers to show that the white* brought on the 
difficulty at Danville for political purpose*, 
having despaired of winning the contest 
otherwise. 

Sepator Sheruaan asked if the Funder* 
were inspired by objections to per bo ok or to 
racM}? 

The witness eaid it was objection to the 
race. The men appointed were unobjection- 

J glfe. The witness *aid Danville and Pitt- 
yivnnia were the most law less communities 
^Virjfcifiitt. Pitteylvania county and the 
adjoining county in North Caroline were 
alike hi this. 

Senator Vance—That is a Republican 
noun tv by n large majority, sir. 

Witness—Ye*, and wherever there is Re¬ 
publican majority there will be Bourbou 
shot-guns. 

Bene tor Vance—There will bo n large 
number of convictions to the penitentiary. 

WltnOte—And crowds will Jgo down be¬ 
fore the mouths of Bourlvon shotguns 

.Senator Vance—1 don't know as there is 
ahy necessity for you to assail North Caro¬ 
lina here, sir. 

Witness- l allude to those matters with 
regret. 

During the cross-examination by Senator 
Vance several sharp passages at arras oc¬ 
curred. Mr. Wise said to Senator Vance, 

<■ When I first knew you, thirty years ago, 
you belonged to the K.-N. i Kno*-nothing) 
party. Now you belong to the N.-Jv. (Negro- 
killing) party.” 

Senator Vance retorted: “When I first 
knew you you were a Secession Democrat. 
Now you are a—” 

Wise—Hardly; l was only 0 years of age, 
and could not have boon much of a Seces¬ 
sionist. 

Senator Vance—“Oh, well, when a man 
pleads the infancy aci I have nothing to say. * ’ 

A little later Wise said the attitudes of mon 
had changed. “You” (to Senator Vance) 
“came up to teach us Democracy and debt- 
paying when ytra had repudiated your own 
debts and bad’nover been a Democrat.” 

Senator Vance admitted having been a 
Know-nothing, but defended himself as 
against the charge of ever being nrepudiatur. 

A man who said he had over advocated re¬ 
pudiation stated that which was untrue. 

W ibe hoped Gov. Vance did not intend that 
to.be an insult. 

Senator Vance said he did not, but. wished 
merely to state a fact in roply to soino as¬ 
sertions personal to himself. 

The witness said the fact* in the Danville 
riot have been exaggerated, but its outcrop¬ 
ping had not. It. had been represented by 
the white* ns a negro uprising, and the whites 
had been appealed to to assist their follow* 
in danger with their vote*. This* had Ruled 
to secure a Democratic victory. Wise said 
ho did not advocate social intercourse between 
the races. No negro bad ever presumed to 
claim social privileges by reason of political 
affiliation* with him. The colored members 
of the Legislature came to bis house to con¬ 
sult him. but they always cauie to his 
kitchen. He did not suppose Tildon admitted 
to his parlor wharfrnra and the riffraff of 
New York because they voted the Democratic 
ticket. 

J. B. Ha la ton, Collector of Iufcernal 
Rovonue at Danville, teslifiod thnt 
ho had always regarded the Danville 
circular us a political canard. He 
bad no hesitation in saying the riot would 
not have occurred but for tho inflammatory 
speeches made by the Democratic candidates 
and equally inflammatory articles in the 
Democratic newspapers. Tho preparations 
made before tho riot indicated that there 
might be trouble and enured grave appre¬ 
hension among the Coalitionists. Among 
tho preparations was the purchase of arms 
in large quantities by the white* and their 
storage in unusual places. One of these 
places of storage was au insurance office 
near where tho riot occurred. Arms were 
carried in and stored in the yard of this in¬ 
surance office on the mormug before the riot 
occurred. 

A colored man named Foteol testified that 
every white man he saw on the day of tho 
not was armed. While boys between 15 
and 20 years of age had pistols and shotguns 
in their hands. Ho did not seo any colored 
people with arms. Adjourned. 

I'R/aO.V REFORM. 

The ^Morintlon Looking Into the Problem 
of llow to Belter the t'onflneiiieQt Hysiems 
of the Countrv. 

f.special to the Courier-Journal.] 

New York, Feb. 25.—The Prison Reform 
Association has set a movement on foot 
which Assistant Bishop Henry C. Potter, 
who is a member of the association, says 
promises to work practical results. Two 
most urgent reforms, in his opinion, are to 
awaken society to its duty to dicharged 
criminals, and the classification of c riminals, 
«o that the young may not bo contaminated 
by association w ith confirmed law-breakors. 

There will be a meeting to-morrow, for 
which invitatious to 2,500 clergymen have 
been issued. It wiH consider the relation of 
churches to the criminal classes. Tho after¬ 
noon session is intended for clergymen only, 
and will be devoted to a discussion of the 
general subject. At the evening session 
Assistant Bishop Potter, Howard Crosby, 
Bishop Littlejohn and other representative 
clergymen will give thoir views, and the 
* meeting will bo thrown open to the public, 
Tho manager* of the association iutend 
that, after the clergy shall have expressed 
their opinions, members of the bar will lie 
invited to a meeting of the convention and 
•consider the legal point* involved in roform. 

Gen. Brinkerhoff and Dr. A. G. Byers, of 
the Ohio State Board of Charities, arrived 
to-day for the purpose of attending this 
meeting, and Superintendent W. D. Patter- 
ion, of the Cleveland Work house, la ex¬ 
pected to-morrow, Gen. Brinkerhoff «ud 
to your correspondent this evening 
“There is a grout cry being raised against 
the contract labor system in prisons, aud in 
a degree I am opposed to the system. Just 
what to do when you take this away, howev¬ 
er, Is a question. 1 think the piece price labor 
system aud the indefinite term system would 
be the best substitutes. The system of pay¬ 
ing for each piot e of work turned out would 
nave the btate* the expense of erecting 
their own factories, which the aboli¬ 
tion of this contract system would 
entail, and at the same time place the 
prison authorities in direct relation 
with the man to be reformed. The system 
of seeding young miscreants to u reforma¬ 
tory for an unstated term, leaving it to their 
own behavior to determine, is one of the 
best 1 know* of. It ha* made tho Elmir* Re¬ 
formatory, in this Slate, a model institution 
of the country.” 

Dr. Byers say* politics are the greatest evil 
correctury institutions have to contend 
against. 

THE MISSISSIPPI OUTRAGE . 

Reliable W llnewn Ulv* Evidence Showing 
the Matthew* Family to be Dangeruu* and 
Quarrelsome. 

New Orleans, Feb. 25.—Tho Copiah 
county, Miss., inquiry was continued to day 
by the United States Senate Committee 
Uriah Millslip, a Republican, aud Circuit 
Judge during the Republican regime, con¬ 
sidered Copiah county one of the most con 
aorvative in Mississippi. Matthow* had been 
a candidate for Sheriff for fifteen years, and 
was elected once. All the Matthews’ are 
regarded as fighting men. Print Matthews 
wa* unscrupulous in politics. 

Judge T. J. Wharton, of the Ninth Ju 
licial district, said it has been generally as 
-erted and believed that the grand juries of 
Copiah county have been manipulated in the 
interest of one party with a view of 
prosecuting their political opponents. Mat¬ 
thews related to the witness a scene with his 
•oas before starting for Oxford College. He 


said: “My sons, I do not know how soon 
you may be hummoned home to avenge the 
assassination of your father.” They replied 
with tears, “We are ready to obey the sum¬ 
mon*.” He said four of his uncles hod been 
killed, but their deaths had l*»en avenged. 
There were four men be wonted to kill, th*n 
he would never again lay bis head upon a 
pillow, but, being outlawed, would declare 
war against the human race.”* 

Judge T. E. Cooper, ofjbe Supreme Court 
of Mississippi, detailed the circumstance* 
connected with Matthews’ defalcation as 
Sheriff. J. H. Matthew* was regarded 
as a dangerous man. 1 heard Matthew* 
making threats against the life ef myself 
and Judge Hayes in 1875. H is will provided 
that if he should be killed $ l’0,000 should be 
iiied in securing an assassin to avenge him. 

E. G. Wall. Commissioner of Emigration, 
testified that he never eaw.l. H. Matthew* 
but once, in 1881 he wan introduced to 
him. Matthew* wa* asked how he could 
now consistently support l'«l. King for Gov¬ 
ernor, against whom he bad published such 
violent circulars. Matthews replied that the 
circulars were all a lie, tbsJ King was all 
right nuw, and that at that time he 
(Matthews) had 500 organized men in Copiah 
county and had gotten out the circular for 
tho purpose of aggravating King, then a 
leading Democrat, and his party to violence, 
when they intended to kill every white man, 
woman and child in Copiah county.

Aadrewr Cox Killed by a Locomotive-- As At¬ 
tempt to Burn the Jail. 

fApccmJ to the Courier Journal.} 

Mt. VxRNOif. Feb. 25.—Andrew Cox, an 
old uad respected citizen $f this county, was 
knocked off the railroad trestle, two miles be¬ 
low Pine Hill, yesterday evening, and in¬ 
stantly killed. He was walking up. the track 
to avoid the muddy rood, and had got about 
half-way across the trestle when he was 
struck by the engine. The height of the 
trestle is from 20 to *V0 feet, and when the 
body wa* hurled off the track ifc fell head¬ 
foremost and the head struck tietween two 
rocks, which cut the skull all to pieces and 
broke his neck, causing instant death. The 
train was stopped and the body taken aboard 
and carried to the residence of a son, about 
one mile below, or at RoundsUme switch. 
No blame is attached to the engineer or any 
one else for this terrible accident except the 
deceased himself. 

A short time ago an engine reversed on this 
trestle to save a man** life. 

Mr. Cox was about 70 year* <it age. 

An attempt was made to bum tho jail last 
night by Green Boyd and Johm Borubart, 
who are confined therein for robbing the 
store of Hume & Wilson, of Lfvingiton, one 
night last week. Boyd complained of being 
sick all day yesterday, and r* fused to eat 
auything. When the jailer wont in to lock 
tho cells last night Boyd was al lowed to re¬ 
main outside in the mam room of the build¬ 
ing. About 2 o’clock this morning an alarm 
of fire was sounded, aud the jail wan reen 
to be on fire. The blaze hnd reached the 
roof when discovered. Tho fire was 
soon extinguished aud the urmoueis were 
put back in th«ir cells. Boyd had u*ed the 
stove-poker in burning tho hole in the wall 
of the jail. The wall is made of oak lumber, 
twelve inches, laid down tl/itwise, with 
twenty-peuny nails driven all o*rent. Home 
hole* bad been bored in tho wall by some 
for raer prisoner* with an augen, and at this 
oe Bovd commenced bis work. He had 
succeeded in burning a place about twenty 
inches in diameter on the inside of tha wall, 
and nboul eight inches on tha outside—not 
quite large enough to allow his body to pass 
through, (hie-half an hour longor and he 
would have been a free man.

Humboldt, Kan., Feb. 25.—This commu¬ 
nity is horrified by a double tragedy which 
occurred five miles from here, in the eastern 
part of the county, at D o’clock tbis morning. 
Jas. T. Harclerode and Robert McFarland 
were shot by Hugh Guilland, a misted bjfrbui 
three sons, Joseph, ike aud Audrew. 
Harclerode was shot in the back 
aud instantly killed, and McFar¬ 
land wa* shot throe times and bis head 
crashed with a club. The murderers es¬ 
caped, but were closely pursu t>d and rode 
into Humboldt and syrrondered to the offi¬ 
cers. The town is excited to-uigbt, and 
many armed men are on the street. The 
Sheriff is here with a strong fioese. It was 
a cold-blooded murder, and troubled is fear¬ 
ed before morning. The dispute was over 
land claimed by Guilland, but owned by 
Mrs. Hawes. All the parties isoncerned are 
Land leaguer*, but the organization is 
blameless. 


Kx-Gov. Price, of West Virginia. Dead. 

Charleston, W. Va., F«b. 25.—Ex-Gov. 
Samuel Prico, of Lewisburg, W. Va., died 
this morning at his borne, aftor three days* 
illness, of congestion of the brain. Before 
the rebellion he was an old-line Whig, but 
since the war be has been s Democrat. He 
several times represented Virginia, before 
the formation of West Virginia, in the Gen* 
oral Assembly of the old Commonwealth. 
He was Lieutenant Governor of Virginia 
during the rebellion, and was President of 
the Constitutional Convention of 1872, 
which framed the present constitution of 
We*t Virginia. He was a mem tier of the 
Constitutional Convention of Virginia which 
passed the ordinance of secession, but re¬ 
fused to voto for tile ordinance or sign it 
whan passed. He was a lawyer of much 
ability, and was appointed United States 
Senator by Gov. Matthews to fill the unex- 
pired term of United States Senator Alleu 
G. Caper ten, who died shortly after his elec¬ 
tion. Gov. Price was in hi*’eightieth year 
at tho time of his death.

In Now York, money wit ca y. Foreign 
exchange wns lowvr uu the withdrawal for 
export of #o,OOU.uOO in double eagles, n 
vigorous inauguration of the ex(*>rt move¬ 
ment. Government boud* were steady. Tbo 
stock market was very active in certain 
manipulated properties, but in the ;# ieral 
list trading whs light. Aside from a few 
specialties, the chauga* in prices w«r© slight, 
and were, for the most part, in favor*of 
buyers. 

In London, English consols were higher, 
and American railroads were lower. Provi¬ 
sions sustained a further decline In Liver¬ 
pool, but other produce staples were steady. 

THE RAILROAD COMMISSION 

The recommendations of the Railroad 
Comm*signers of Keutucky point in one 
direction, ami iuthal direction liosdaugcr. 
The recommendations ure all for the ag¬ 
grandizement of the Commission, the ex¬ 
tension of its power and influence, the In¬ 
crease of its patronage. Carry out thcec 
recommendations and the Railroad Cqjn- 
niission would be the most powerful politi¬ 
cal engine in ihe State. It Asks the most 
extraordinary power—power that, if it be 
lodged anywhere, ought to bo lodged ouly 
with the Governor of the Stale. 

The Commissioners in effect ask that 
they lie given the power of appointing all 
the railroad officials m this State. It is 
not contended that these officers ure now 
unpopular or that thev arc inefficient. In¬ 
deed. after a systematic effort to get some 
expression of opinion on this subject, they 
only secured the purlial condemnation of 
one railroad officer. 

The principal objection to governmental 
interference with railroads is that by 
making Railroads dependent on political 
movements demoralization of both would 
follow. One serlbus objection to r postal 
telegraph is that it would so augment gov¬ 
ernment power and patronage, that, under 
the existing civil service practices, It would 
be almost impossible to defeat a party in 
control of government machinery. 

Yet here in Kentucky, where we are 
supposed to be Democrats, jealous of any 
extension of governmental interference, 
State or National, it is seriously proposed 
to confer on the Railroad Commission 
patronage which in five years would give 
it political control of the Stale. The only 
•ulfliy !h our judgment is to keep the 
Stale and the railroads as separate and as 
distinct as we now have the Church and 
the State. x -"‘ ' 

We aro glad the recommendation comes 
now. for it shows clearly aud unmistaka¬ 
bly the drift of all this anti-railroad legis¬ 
lation; back of it all is the purpose of po¬ 
litical aggrandizement. 

Of course the Keotuckv Legislature will 
not move iu this direction. There is a 
political menace in such a suggestion, nod 
besides this, iu Kentucky wo waut more 
railroads; we want legislation which will 
develop the State, which will encourage 
the investment of capital, the opening of 
mines, the establishment of furnaces and 
saw mills. KoutnCky is going forward, not 
backward. The population of the State 
and the wealth of the Mate ought to in¬ 
crease 50 per cent, iu leas than ten years, 
and they will if we do not lend ourselves 
to restrictive legislation,.and to such retro¬ 
active and dangerous legislation as that 
proposed by the Railroad Commission. 

The passage of 51 r. Smith’s bill, pub¬ 
lished In the Coukier-Journal yesterday, 
meets ail the demands of the time. It 
constitutes the Commissioners of the Sink¬ 
ing Fund ex-officio a Board of Ruilroad 
Commissioners, with restricted, but ail 
necessary power. Reviewing the work 
done in the post by the Railroad Commis¬ 
sion, it will be seen that it relates principally 
to assessment; beyond that it has accom¬ 
plished nothing of importance. This work 
can be aa well done by the Commissioners 
of the Sinking Fund. In addition it is 
made by Section 7 the duty of the Com¬ 
missioners to sec that any violation of the 
laws by tho railroads shall lie punished, 
either tho prosecution of the corpora¬ 
tions or of individuals. That is all that is 
required. We have laws enough, and 
they should be rigidly enforced The bill 
of Mr. Smith will, we feel certain, meet 
with the approval of public sentiment in 
Kentucky.

RIVER OBSERVATIONS. 

A bill “to increase the efficiency of the 
river observations of the Signal Service” 
has been introduced iu Congress, whioh, 
it is to be hoped, will meet the prompt 
approbation of that body. Its text is ns 
follows? 

“Whereas. Immense losses occur annually 
along our rivers by floods; and whereas, such 
losses can be providsd against to a great extent 
by timely Information concerning the condition 
of the tributaries of our great rivers; therefore. 

“He if enacted by tfa Senate and House of 
IteprcsentattvrM of the United States of America 
m Congre** numWcd, That the sum of twelve 
thousand dollars be and the tame is hereby ap 
proprinted out of any moneys not otherwise ap¬ 
propriated in the Treasury of the United State*, 
for the purpose of maintaining, under Lhe/Jirec 
lion of the Chief Signal Officer of the Army, 
suck additional station* os may be ueceaury iu 
order to secure reports and disseminate the 
>auie from, and in the vicinity of, the tributaries 
to our navigable rivers. 

“Sc/. #. h'cKolixd, That to enable the Chief Sig¬ 
nal Officer to carry out the provision of the first 
.Miction of this aot, the Secretary of War is hereby 
authorised to detail for duty with the Signal 
Service an officer, with the rank of L**«ften*ut, 
from the line of the army, in addition to thotmm- 
ber already authorised by law.'* 

The object is excellent; tho amount asked 
is exceedingly modest, and the benefits to 
be derived from it arc such as would war¬ 
rant, if necessary, a much larger appropria¬ 
tion. 

With the additional means thus put at 
its disposal* tho Signal Service could ma¬ 
terially increase its efficiency in a branch 
of its work of practical and serious im¬ 
portance to those who live along our large 
water-courses. The surest way to provide 
against the great losses inflicted by our 
floods is to give the people authoritative 
warning in advance of their corning; and 
this tiic Signal Service will be able To do. 
with the facilities for river observations si 
ready ut its command audit lie additional 
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aid* made possible by this very reasonable 
appropriation. 

A POOR MASQUE. 

Our finicky contemporary, the Atlanta 
1’otinliiutum % is mistaken. The COURIER* 
Journal is u**t “distressed” because it 
will not join with us lo bring about tariff 
reform. We are not even “pestered” 
about the Constant inn « coqucttUhm^s on 
the subject. Why should wc^ be? It hu* 
l»cen too short a time since the Constitution 
was one of ihe most pronounced opponents 
of a protective tariff aud ardently sincere 
in its advocacy of a revision. Its readers 
understand its real sentiments on this mat¬ 
ter too well not to see beneath its recently 
uosutfiGd mask. They kuuw that at heart 
it is a revenue reformer; they recognize 
and smile at its suddeu assumption of 
wily Vstuteuess and non committal diplo¬ 
macy. It deceives uobody; it will find out 
its own mistake in time, and six months 
from now it will be standing side by bide 
with the Courier-Journal on the plat¬ 
form formulated by tbc very Congress 
whose action on the tariff it now flippant 
ly deprecates. 

We arc not distressed over this way¬ 
wardness of the Constitution. We simply 
regret for its own sake that the lead 
iog journal of so live and modern 
a city as Atluuta should fail so tar 
behiud the time*, should so mUjudre 
the spirit and the Intelligence of the people; 
should think it politic lo stake Democratic 
success on trickery and deception; should 
urge its party to shrink, like a sensitive 
plant, from the very presentation of a posi¬ 
tive aud practical issue, and expect the 
couutry to reward it with positive and 
practical power. 

Is it possible that the Constitution has 
not yet recovered from the old fright into 
which the South was driven after the war? 
That it is still cuddled up under 
the cover, not daring to poke its 
head from bcuoutli the bed-clothes, 
open its eyes or utter a word, for fear 
that the Northern “Booger" is standing by 
ready to gobble it up? tf this be so, as it 
certainly seems, then the editor of the 
Constitution ought to leave the quiet and 
the cockroaches of hi* office, ami the nar 
row con flues of his “backyard,” with its 
solitary broken water-pipe, and take a turn 
or two among his more active neighbors. 
It wouldn’t hurt him to step out of tbe 
State, and even the South, and discover 
that there Is no Northern Booger, ami that 
independence and manliness in politics are 
as much respected coming from the South 
as from auy other section of the country. 

Succinctly summarized, the Constitution 
decline* to support Morrison's tariff bill, 
because It is sure that It can not pass tho 
Scuate or the President and thus become a 
law, or because, if passing tbum, the Re¬ 
publicans, in its opinion, would get the 
credit of the measure. 

These objections, of course, do not go to 
the menu of the bill whatever. They have lo 
do altogether with questions of expediency, 
and exceedingly shallow questions ut that. 
It is useless lo repeal the unanswerable ar¬ 
guments against the Constitution's first ob¬ 
jection. That the Democrats should re¬ 
fuse lo urge a measure until they had tbe 
assurance of the Republicans that it should 
la-come u law, is so absurd that it would 
be aUurde* to discuss it. That tbe Dcmo> 
critic party is a revenue reform party, 
is denied by soimrAiif ils leaders. 
If it is, aud is frying the sup¬ 
port of the country on- kthis ground, then 
it should silence such leaders and disprove 
such doubts by committing Itself to sotno 
positive measure of relief. It ouly has to 
do what it conceives to be its duty. It cun 
uot be responsible for the action of the 
Republicans. 

As to the point raised by the Const it 
tion that, should Mr. Morrison's 
bill become a law, It would be 
looked ou as a Republican measure 
ami the Republicans would reap the ad 
vantages of it, it is hard to see where the 
force of such an argument comes in. The 
country would certainly understand that 
tho issue of tariff reform had becen sprung 
aud forced by the Democrats; that the 
particular measure of relief had been in 
iroduced by a Democrat, shaped by a 
Democratic committee and passed 
by a Democratic House. E^cry one would 
appreciate that but for the Democrats no 
such movement would have originated and 
the tariff would ltave remained unchanged. 
However, the consideration of this point 
at all is puerile. If the Democratic ffki ty 
believes in a reduction of the tariff, it 
should do what it can to reduce it, regard¬ 
less of consequences to itself. That party 
which, advocating the relief of the people, 
would refuse to nttempt such relief on the 
grounds that another party might gel the 
credit of it, would he unworthy tbe confi¬ 
dence of the country and would win only 
the contempt of the honest voter. 

MR. SWORMSTEDT’S WARNING. 

Mr. Bworhstcdt, of Cincinnati, agrees 
with the Courier-Journal that wc shall 
have another flood, although hi* reasons 
for making such a prediction are some¬ 
what different from ours. 

Mr. Bwohmstrdt announces that the 
old world is to pass away and the new to 
conic, when Christ shall reign a thousand 
years, and there shall be no more Presiden¬ 
tial campaigns. Milan is soon to be cast 
into the bottomless pit, aud, knowing his 
time is short, he will shortly start forth on 
a sort of farewell “bum,” playing tbe 
devil generally for all that is in him. 

One of his accomplishments will he to 
briug about a great flood, which will 
spread from tbe Allegheny to the Rocky 
Mountains. But the Twelfth chapter of 
“Revelations” discloses that the earth will 
open its mouth and swallow up this flood. 
By mines’ Hole probably being plugged up 
to make it water-tight. After this Christ's 
Kingdom will bo set up, and “free homes 
and free supplies” be furnished to all. 

Mr. Bwohmstkdt probably knows as 
much as anybody else about the plana of 
the devil—perhaps more than most men, 
os ho lives in Cincinnati; aud if these 
floods arc the devil's work, that persouuge 
6eems to have a particular partiality for 
the people of the Ohio Valley, nl- 
thougU as good au authority as Mr. Tal- 
magk say* positively that this superfluity 
of waters in this section is due to no su¬ 
perfluity of wickedness of the people. 

If Mr. bwoRMHTKPT.s predictions 
are to be depended on, then it 
will be useless for us to com¬ 
mence planting trees to prevent future 
floods, and it is questionable If a re¬ 
vival of the lost nrt of ark-building would 
avail us anything ir tbe earth is to open 
its mouth and take the whole flood in at 
a gulp. 

There is nothing left to do, if we accept 
Mr. Bwou.vibrr.DT us a prophet, except to 


move out of the accursed valley, 
any into the more godly country 
of I’tali, or, remaining here. to 
learn to swim and keep our life-preservers 
always ou. Meanwhile, iu view of tbe 
discovery that the devil affects water 
rather than fire, wc can pass our spare 
time in investigating whether instead of 
being cloveu footed, as his enemies have 
painted him, he is not in reality web 
footed. 

THE TERRIBLE FREIGHT AGENTS. 

There appears to he imminent danger 
of the freight ugeut usurping the scepter 
of Ihe magnates of New York who own 
the trunk line railroads. It is commonly 
supposed that it is the principal function 
of ruilroads to carry freight; the right to 
regulate the rates of freight is, therefore, 
the highest prerogative of railroad man¬ 
agement. But. 6tmu<rc to say, those hith¬ 
erto unpretentious citizens who act as 
freight agent* of tbe trunk liues are charg¬ 
ed with having boldly usurped this pre¬ 
rogative in all Western centers and lo 
have made and unmade rates in open defi¬ 
ance ot the rxpress orders of the Pre&i 
dents. All this ha* occurred since Febru 
ary 1-1. when a new order or compact was 
adopted nt New York among the several 
Presidents in person, aud which was ac 
cordingly guaranteed to lie more binding 
and authoritative than any ever formed 
before. But the rebellious freight agents 
have continued “a I lee sainee” to operate a 
gum elastic rate gauge, and the President* 
arc greatly outraged. One of them tele¬ 
graphed his agent in Bt. Louis last Thurs¬ 
day: “lam told that our line has been 
cutting rates East from St. Louis. If I 
get any proof of your violating our rates 
you will be immediately dismissed.”- An¬ 
other telegraphed his hired man at St. 
Louis: “If you quote anything but tariff 
rates, you will be held accountable by 
me." Another dispatched his rebellious 
ininion: “Where did you get authority to 
cut East-bound rates? 1 expect 

you to maintuin rate* if you don't 
get a pound of freight." Now, it 
is evident thut this pathetic sit¬ 
uation calls not ouly for sympathy, but 
for something more substantial. These 
freight agents, especially in the West, are 
evidently assuming a dangerous attitude. 
The poor Presidents can only protest and 
threaten, w hile the lordly agents make or 
break freight tables accordingly as their 
millions of money may happen to be ou 
the long or the short side of the Slock Ex¬ 
change. The next thing they will bo dis¬ 
charging Gouli> and Vanderbilt. 

FORESTS AND FLOODS. 

Forestry is a subject with which we in 
America are woefully ignorant, nnd in our 
Iguorauce wc are wasting our most pre¬ 
cious inheritance. 

It may be that too much is claimed for 
forestry legislation; it may be that laws 
protecting forests and encouraging the 
plautiQg of trees may not result entirely 
iu preserving tbe laud from floods and 
drouths, but it will do much in improve 
the soil, to retain it. to advance agriculture 
and thus add lo the wealth and prosperity 
of tho people. 

Iu lbJW we hnd a great flood in the Ohio 
valley, though the couutry was then not 
despoiled of its original forest growth. 
From that date for fifty years the work of 
spoliation went on, but the flood was aot 
repeated in Us magnitude until R&3. 

This is true, and It is best therefore not 
to insist too entirely on forest spoliation as 
the cause of disaster, still there can be no 
doubt in auy mind thut the destruction of 
the forests is a serious national misfortune. 
At least it intensifies natural disasters, 
lengthening the jierlod* of drouth and 
adding something to the extent nnd fre¬ 
quency of floods. 

Thislnuch is substantiated by the rec¬ 
ords, not only in America, but iu Kugland, 
iu Germany and in France. We ueed to 
know more alamt forestry nnd to have this 
knowledge more accurate und exact How 
lo provide agniust the recurrence of the 
flood? bow to lessen its influence for evil? 
are questions of overshadowing import¬ 
ance, and the resolution of Mr. Dixon, ap¬ 
pointing a committee to investigate the 
subject, to report at the next meeting of 
the Legislature should be passed. The 
matter can not be disposed of hurriedly. 
Much of our legislation would he the bet¬ 
ter for previous scientific investigation. A 
commission properly constituted could b> 
the next meeting of the Legislature pre¬ 
pare law's pn the subject in accord with 
the best conclusions on theso topics, and 
then their influence would be of a perma¬ 
nent character. 

A Little Rock dispatch to the Cou3 
rier Journal brings forward a subject of 
evident public interest. The annual cuttle 
drive from the Southwest to the ranges 
and markets of the West is becoming 
more and more expensive. Large cattle 
interests on the route have not only ob> 
structed the way, but have cut off supplied 
of food aud water in 6ome sect ions by pur¬ 
chasing and inclooing vast tract* of land, 
the policy being to obstruct as much as 
possible the marketing of the stock in 
competition with their own. The routes 
through the Indian Territory have been 
barred against them in the enforcement of 
treaties, though the stock men arc willing 
to pay for a right of way and other neces¬ 
sary privilege*. Tbe general cast of the 
situation implies that the iutcrest* of rail¬ 
road companies are preferred lo those of 
tbe cnUla men, and that tho latter are to 
be forced to ship their stock by roil at 
ruinous charges. The ^cattle men will 
consequently apply to Congress for relief. 
They will cluim that it is even inoro a 
matter of public concern that ample trails 
shall be guaranteed a right of way to mar¬ 
ket than that such rights should Ik? given, 
aud with princely donations of public 
land, to railroad corporation* The an¬ 
nual drive numbers 200,000 to 500,000 
head, aud will soon amount to 1,000.000. 
Cattle are steadily advancing in value, and 
it interests consumers and exporters as 
well ns -cattle herders that the necessary 
open highways for their aunual migrations 
vibould be duly guaranteed. 

The articles of the Courier-Journal 
on the fnults of the State constitution have 
brought that important topic under discus¬ 
sion in all the live nowspupers of the State, 
and it has al*o no doubt become a subject 
of thought and remark among the reading 
people. It is essential to tho success of 
any endeavor to remodel IbU fossil docu¬ 
ment, which, in many of its parts, is a 
gross discredit to the State, that Die press 
should work together iu making know n its 
absurdities, in pointing out its numerous 
imperfections, in exposing its obsolete und 
inoperative provisions, aud iu expluiuiug 
tho necessity of a number of new feature* 
which arc rendered needful by continuous 


social, commercial and industrial changes. 
Tbe discussion should be kept up with pa¬ 
tient resolution until the public mind shall 
be aroused from its lethargy. The coustilu 
tion cun he changed only by the people, and 
there is no other power capable **f inciting 
the people to undertake that great enter¬ 
prise but the press. The situation ia one 
in which the press may find occasion to 
accomplish a remarkable triumph. 

An Englishman, who describes himself 
as a “financier anil man of business," 
“who has no pretensions to be a lawyer," 
bos taken the trouble of printing a pam¬ 
phlet on “the Confederate debt and pri¬ 
vate Southern dcbK" He concludes that 
neither the cotton bonds nor dollar bonds 
have any validity “in the absence of the 
Confederacy." und that any equities in the 
case are only to be couaidered by tb« 
United Mutts. But he maintains that 
there is in the dollar bond au international 
claim against the United States, on the 
ground that those bonds were remitted to 
foreign creditors for the paymeut of ante- 
1 M;llum debts, and were also received by 
Southerners abroad who were not engaged 
in the war. He nUo claims something for 
Europeans whose property w as taken by 
force, and for which payment was made 
in Confederate bonds. If the writer had 
been a better lawyer he would have seen 
that all such claims are wholly invalid, the 
first, because the Government docs not 
guarantee private debts, and the other, 
because a nation nt war is not responsible 
for seizures madti by the. enemy. It was 
probably to 'such Idle theorizing as thut 
contained iu this pamphlet that tin* hith¬ 
erto unexplained demuud from Kngltind for 
Confederate bonds is to be nit* - ’’ ••**• V

A Probability That tha Harcourt Bill, Making 
Gambling a Polony, Will With Some 
Aiuendnsnt, Be com a a Law. 


DEATH OP HON. J. G. CECIL 


(Social to the Courier -Jouma M 
Frankyork, Feb. 25.—After not a very 
thorough cauvoss of the member* of the 
Legislature, 1 find tbe majority of opinions 
to be that tbe Uarconrt gambling bill will 
)*us. This will, do doubt, surprise many of 
your readers, but it ». nevertheless, a fact 
that the most observant and beet-posted 
members of the lower House say tbe bill 
will undoubtedly pa*s that body, and if the 
ixmate shall agree to it (which Is not deemed 
improbable) it will become u law. 

This result, so much hoped for by the 
friends of the bill, will not, however, be 
reached without considerable trouble. There 
will be a spirited opposition to the bill, and 
it will not be led by the opponents of mor¬ 
ality and good order. Thia opposition will 
come mostly in the way of amendments de¬ 
signed to make the bill odious. One amend¬ 
ment certain to be proposed and vigorously 
lought for will be to extend the provisions of 
the bill so ns to include all the player, as 
well as those who operate the gambling de¬ 
vices. This will be based on the idea that 
the gentleman who «lta in froat of the *‘lay¬ 
out" and piles up b\# money on the seven 
spot is not a w ltd wore innocent, so far as 
that “transaction" goos, than tho slick indi¬ 
vidual who sita behind the “layout" and 
pushes the cards througu tbe aperture 
m the little tin box. Nor, sav the sup¬ 
porters of this amendment, are the gentle¬ 
men of the Pendbnnis Club, who “bluff on 
“bob-tails," any less culpable than the pro¬ 
prietor and players in a room where the 
tables have boles in the center, into which 
chips are shoved every time a fellow has 
“two pairs." or a “jack pot" is opened— 
these bolus being always tbe only sure win¬ 
ners. 

Other amendments will be to make tbe 
bill include pool sellers and buyers, billiard 4 
and pool-players and keeper* of billiard and 
pool rooms; persons who sell and buy op¬ 
tions in stocks, grain and provisions: fair 
associations, where premiums are given; 
buyers and sslltrs of lottery tickets; dice- 
players; persons who buy and sell chances in 
church raffles or other raffles; persons 
who bet on elections or any other 
result, dec., &c. Some of these amendments * 
will, no doubt, be adopted. Others will be 
defeated, and the btU, in some shape, will 
finally be engrossed, read a third tune and 

passed. 

Judge Mulligan, of Lexington, tells me ho 
will proposo an amendment. He will not do 
so, however, with any view of impeding the 
passage of the bill, but because with his 
amendment he thiuks it should pass. His 
amendment will provide that gambling 
rooms shall be licensed, the proprietors pay¬ 
ing a tax of $500 or $1,000 to the State. 
Also, that all gambling rooms shall be 
in tho ' front and on the first 
floor of the buildings in which they are kept. 
They shall be provided with large glass doors 
and wiudows. without blinds or screens. Any 
man who shall operate a gambling-room 
without license, or who being licensed *ball 
jperate a room in a secret place shall bo 
deemed a felon and punishable as providod in 
Harcourt’s bill. 

One reason given why tho bill will pass is 
that wtailo a majority of members will not 
in good faith favor it, yet many of them will 
be afraid to face their constituents if they 
rote against It, and hence when the yeas and 
nays are called thmr names will be found 
recorded in the nfiirmative. 

1 met a prominent Louisville gentleman, a 
member of tbe Pendennis Club, and asked 
iirn what be thought of tho bill. Said he: 
“Tho bill. If passed, will lie a foolish piece of 
legislation. It will simply add another to 
the long list of dead-letter prohibitory law* 
of our Bute. Tbe multiplicity of these pro¬ 
hibitory laws is, in itself, a sad commentary 
on our clvization. Those laws show that w*u 
lack education, refinement, morality; that 
we are unable to govern ourselves. No 
man can car >hnt the mere cmrygng a 
pistol, tbe uVing a drink or playing a game 
of cards for money is vicious or felouious. , 
I grant you it is immoral, perhaps, but when 
we seek to make this cla>* of offnoMi felo¬ 
nies, it is a confession of our inherent bar¬ 
barity. It means that our pasMon* are more 
powerful than our judgment. that our blood¬ 
thirstiness scoff* at the diviue command, 
'Thou shalt not kill.' 

These prohibitory law*are the most expen¬ 
sive to the State. Their lack of enforcement 
in many localities begets a contempt for even 
proper* laws. They are repellant to the 
spirit of personal liberty prevalent in all 
democratic governments. IVere I a member 
of tha Legislature, I should move to amend 
this bill by making drunkenness and rum- 
selling a felony. I would try to make the 
bill include the keepers and inmates of and 
visitor* to bawdy houses. In short, I would 
make this bill so ridiculous that no fairly-in- 
teliigent body like our present »renernl As¬ 
sembly would consider it." 

The death of Mr. Cecil, and consequent 
vacancy in tbe office of Register, makes it 
incumbent on the Governor to appoinnt some 
suitable person to fill out tbe unexpired 
term of about three years and a half. 
It was thought by some that an elec¬ 
tion would bo held in August to fill 
tbe vacancy, but Col. H. M. McCarty, the 
efficient Assistant Secretary of Bute, calls 
ray attention to - 1 1. y of the Con¬ 

stitution, which reads as follows: “When a 
vacancy shall bappoa in office of Register of 
the Land-office v * * tbe Governor in tbe 
recess of the Senate shall have power to fill 
the vacancy by granting commissions which 
shall expire at the eud of tbe next session: 
and shall fiU the vacancy for the balance of 
the time by and with trio advice and consent 
of tbe Senate." 

Tbe Senate being now in session, tbe Gov¬ 
ernor will make his appointment by and 
with its advice and consent, and whoever is 
appointed will have nearly %full terra of the 
office without making a campaign for it. 
‘There will doubtless be a lively scramble 
among the applicants for toe place. It is 
K&id that, already six applicants have pre¬ 
sented their claims to Uie Governor, but 1 
think there i* a mistake about this. 

The legislative proceedings were dull and 
uninteresting to-dny. 

in tho House there were many vacant 
seats. A bare quorum of members was 
present. Indefinite leave of absence wan ob¬ 
tained for Messrs. Moore, Payne, Penning¬ 
ton, Kehoe and Darezac. 

Gov. Meriwetbur presented tha petition of 
sundry citizens of Jeflureon county praying 
the passage of a law for the protection of 
game birds. Mr. Hart's constituents, desir¬ 
ing to show their lack of appreciation of a 
law preventing stock from i uniting at large 
in Fleming county, sent him a petition, 
which he presented, protesting against tha 
passage of such law. 

The ih*» of the ball of the House on the 
evening of March 11, 18 s *-!, was. on motion 
of Gov. Meriwether, voted to Mr. Americus 
Symines to lecture on the North Pole. The 
Speaker ennounced the adoption of the reso¬ 
lution with a perceptible shiver. 

Mr. Meridith presented the certificate of 
election and oath of Judgo \Y. H. Payne, of 
Warren county, who has not yet been able 
to lake his seat in the House. 

Mr. Jones offered a joint resolution direct¬ 
ing the Auditor to draw his warrant on tbe 
treasury in favor of Joseph B. Read, a mem¬ 
ber of Hus House, for tho sum of $500, to be 
paid out of tbe fund appropriated to tho 
flood sufferers. Thh» lies over ono dav under 
Lhe rule*. 

Tho Clerk of the Senate came in and made 
tbe usual announcement, that the Senate had 
passed a resolution providing for the election 
of a Warden of the Penitentiary on Friday, 
tbe 26th tost. As usual, also, the resolution 
was found to be defective. The House 
amended and pa^ed it and sent it back to 
the Senate. It seems that when either bouse 
get* weary of tbe regular routine of basi¬ 
net* it payees a resolution providing for the 
election of a Warden; but so far both have 
been unable to arrive at an election. 

The -House now, without special effort, 
passed a bill to incorporate the Mud River 
Coal. Coke and Iron Company. The iucor- 
luralor* are James Phillips, Philip G. Breen, 
W m. T. Randle, Edwaru A. Ireland, John 
t\ Gordon, Isaac Litton, of Nashville, and 
Jam — h. Ryan, of Muhloubvrg county.

Mr. Stoll having had withdrawn from the 
Senate a bid which passed the House on 
Saturday, to incorporate the Louisville 
Southern Exposition Company, entered a 
motion to reconsider the vote f>y which the 
bill parsed. He said the bill as passed gave 
uwey $50,000 of money of the people of 
IjouisviUe. The question of reconsideration 
was postponed because of Mr. E. F. Mad¬ 
den’s absence. 

Late in tbe dav Mr. E. F. Madden, having 
entered the House in tbe menu while, rose to a 
personal explanation. Ho said that this 
morning in his absence the gentleman from 
the First district \Stoll| bad in some wav had 
withdrawn from the Senate a bill which 
parsed the House on Saturday. Whether 
the gentleman bad taken advantage of bis 
absence to do this he did not know. He un¬ 
derstood the gentleman bad made some 
statement in connection with his motion to 
reconsider the voto by which the bill passed. 

Mr, Btoll said it illv became the gentleman 
from the Third district to talk of any ad¬ 
vantage having been taken, when he woll 
knew that on Saturday, the day tbe bill 
passed, two of the members from Louisville 
who opposed tbe bill were absent. He bad 
withdrawn the bill from the Senate because 
he wanted the question of appropriating 
$50,000 to the Southern Exposition by the 
City Council to be submitted to a vole of the 
people. 

Mr. Madden said be hardly thought Mr 
Stoll had meant to take advantage of him. 
Ho far a* the passage of tbo bill was con¬ 
cerned, he vs as himself absent from the 
House when the bill was passed. He desired 
now to call up the motion to reconsider. 

Tbe Clerk reported tbe bill. Tbe tenth 
section of the bill is as follows: “Tbe city 
of Louisville is hereby empowered, by joint 
resolution of its General Council, to sub¬ 
scribe, if U sees fit. for any amouut of the 
capital stock of said corporation not exceed¬ 
ing f50,000." 

Mr. Madden said this section was inserted 
for the purpose of allowing tbe Council to 
supplement the private subscription with an 
additional $50,000, if it became nccessarv 
to insure the success of the enterprise. It 
might be that $25,000 would be sufficient. 

Mr. Btoll »aid that tbe people of Louisville 
ought to be allowed a voice in this matter. 
He had no objection to tbe bill if it was so 
amended as to allow tbe questiou of subscrip¬ 
tion to be submitted to a vote of the people. 

Mr. Madden moved to lav tbe motion to 
reconsider ou tbe table. Adopted, yeas 30, 
nays 28. 

Mr. Talbott’s hill to increase the common- 
school fund was, on motion, referred to a Se¬ 
lect Committee. The Speaker announced tbe 
following as members of the committee: Tal¬ 
bott, Chairman; Beckham, Wood, Ilarcourt, 
Moreiuen, Btoll, Stone, Meredith, Jones. 
Simpson. Harris, Perry, and Binfoid. 

The following bills were passed: An act 
to incorporate the Scott-couuty Building and 
Saving Association; an act to incorporate 
the towu of “Maytovrn," in Morgan county; 
nn act to incorporate the Garrett Iligh 
School and Masonic-ball Company. 

Mr. Kuaseil called up bus motion to recon¬ 
sider the vote by which House Bill 131 was 
lost. Tbe bill is an amendment to section 4, 
article 5. chapter 5, Gtueral Statute*. It 
adds the following words to said section: 

Provided, however, that on all sums paid 
after the institution of providing and the is-

judgment. 

The motion to reconsider prevailed and the 
bill passed. 

Air. V\ alter Cleary announced that a tele¬ 
gram had been received giving information 
uf the death of Hon. J. G. Cecil, Register of 
tbe Land Office, at Ban Antonio, Texts, on 
yesterday. Out of respect to his memory he 
moved that the House adjourn. On this mo¬ 
tion the House adjourned at 12:45 o’clock.

As Col. Corbett bos been ef¬ 
ficient in the discharge of his duties end has 
held his deputy.hip but five months end been 
put to great expat?«e in removing his family 
from Paducah to Frankfort, it is more than 
probable be will succeed to tbe Registered ip. 

Capt Att. Komck. whose death was an¬ 
nounced in to-day’s Courikr-Journal from 
Denver, Col., was born and reared in this 


city. He is about 43 years of age and the 
brother of Mrs. Jam** M. Todd, of this city, 
Mrs. R. K. Woodson, of the county, Mrs.

CRUMBAUOH’S COLLEGE 

The South Kentucky Building at Hopkinsville, 
Suiters $13,000 in Damages by a 
Mysteriously Kindled Fire. 


IT WILL BE IMMEDIATELY REBUILT.

Hopkinsville, Ky., Feb. 25.—The rapid 
intonations of the fire-bells at 5:30 o’clock 
Sunday afternoon caused the people of 
Hopkinsville to ru*>h to their doors and 
behold South Kentucky College envel¬ 
oped in flames. The tlamej were bursting 
out of the rear windows when tho alarm was 
given, aud before tbe Fire Depart#neat could 
reach the spot the main building was 
doomed. Tho college was situated in the 
eastern part of tbe city, 1,2«MJ yards from 
the Court-house, upon a bill 100 feet or 
more above the level of the business portion 
of tbe city. Up this incline the engine had 
to he drawn with two horses. Tbe poor ani¬ 
mals were almost exhausted when tbe top of 
the bill was reached; but the firemen seized 
the wheels aud almost lifted the heavy en¬ 
gine into tbe yard, and in a few min¬ 
utes’ more lhe hose was throwing two 
fino streams upon the southern ell, 
which was occupied by lhe servants. 
HTbe main building wa« wrapped tu flame*, 
and it was impossible to save it, but by the 
heroic efforts of the fire department a por¬ 
tion of the right wing was saved. This was 
a two-story brick extension, three rooms 
long, used as kitchea and cook-room. 

Tbe fire originated over the dining-room, 
between the cook-room and the mam build- • 
ing, in the first room of tbo right wing, and 
no one caa explain how it was started. 
When discovered tbe flames were bursting 
out at tho corner and leaping up toward 
the cornice on tbo front building. The rest 
if but tbe horrible sequence of flames un¬ 
combated. A brisl^wind fanned them to fury, 
nnd the peoplo, after getting out everything 
movable, could only stand and gaze upon 
tbe awfully magnificent spectacle. 

Ths main building was three stories high, 
with a frontage of over a hundred feet. A 
recess in the middle made abroad and roomy 
porch, in which sto>d two great round 
columns reaching to the top of tbe building, 
which y4t stand as monument* to the 
triumph of tbe flames. The people turned 
out en raas&e and in an incredibly short space 
of time the furniture from tbe entire build¬ 
ing, including the two-story wing on the 
left which way destroyed, had been removed, 
though much of it was bully damaged iu 
moving. In an hour and a half tbe work of 
destruction was done and the people slowly 
dispersed to their homes, but ail night long 
tho heated walls and burning debris lit up 
the heavens and could be seen for miles 
away. 

The total losses on the building and fur¬ 
niture may be put at $18,000, with $9,000 
insurance. This estimate is upon the suppo¬ 
sition that the present walls will be used in 
rebuilding, as contractors are of tbo opinion 
that they are not seriously damaged. 

South Kentucky College was built by tbe 
Christian church of Hopkinsville as a female 
institute of learning in 1857. It has been 
conducted as a denominational school under 
several management* until tbe first of Jan¬ 
uary last. At the beginning of this year it 
was leawd by Maj. 8. R. Crumbaugh for a 
term of years, and he hnd just organized a 
strong faculty and placed tbe school upon a 
high plane. It was to be a mixed school, and 
the prospect was very flattering. Prof, 
lleweese, a member of the faculty, 
was at tbe head of the board¬ 
ing department for young ladies in 
tbe college. Fortunately the tire occurred ou 
Sunday and only twelve young iadit-s were 
in the building, which had a boarding ca¬ 
pacity of sixty. Had tbe fire occurred at 
night tho result* might have been terrible, 
but as it was all got out safe. 

Tbo Board of Trustees met yesterday and 
it was decided to rebuild at ouco and have 
the college ready for the fall session. The 
school will for the present be suspended. 
This was unfortunate, as it was enjoying a 
genuine boom under the management of Maj. 

( rurubaugh, new pupils were being enrolled 
daily aui tbe outlook was very encouraging. 

MISSISSIPPI'S CAPITAL.

Jackson, Feb. 25.—The special commit¬ 
tee of tho lower houte of the Mississippi Leg 
i-Jature to whom was referred the bill pro¬ 
posing to remove the State capital from 
Jackson to Meridian have reported favora¬ 
bly, and it is reported that a majority of 
both bouses favor the change. A large dele¬ 
gation of wealthy and influential citizens of 
Miridian have been in Jackson for several 
days past urging the measure. The citizens 
of Meridian agreed la the event of the pns- 
Mige of the bill to construct a new suitable 
State-house free of charge to the State. 

Tbe citizens of Jacksou are very much ex¬ 
ercised at the prospect of losing the capital, 
and to-day held a iarce meeting in opposi¬ 
tion to the bill. When tho change was first 
proposed the citizens of Jackson were dis¬ 
posed to treat it as a huge joko, but now re¬ 
alize that the Meridians are in dead earnest. 

The present State-house is very much out 
of repair, and a very large appropriation is 
being asked of the present Legislature to rem¬ 
edy this, it is safe to predict, however, that 
the bili will not become a law, for the rea¬ 
son of constitutional provisions. The land 
upon which the State buildings now stand 
was donated by tbo Federal Government, 
with the proviso that Jackson should con¬ 
tinue the permanent capital of the Buie, aud 
this proviso is embraced in the constitution 
of the State.

TIIE EASTERN ASYLUM. 


The Committee Appointed to Look Into the Depths 
of Its Troubles Organizes and Gets 
Down to Work.

Lxxinoton, Feb. 25.—Tbe Joint Legisla¬ 
tive Committee began tbe work of investD 
gating the Eastern Lunatic Asylum to-day, 
and it was agreed that only the Commission¬ 
ers, the Superintendent of the Asylum, Dr. 
Bullock, and the representative* of the press 
should be present. 

Dr. Cbenault was represented by Mr. J. 
Houle Smith aui Maj. P. P. Johnston an- 
peared as attorney for the Commissioners. 
Only one witness was examined, Dr. \7m. 
L. Adkins, President of tbe Board of Com¬ 
missioners. Judge Smith, Chairman of tbe 
Committee, conducted the examination. 
Nothing of a startling nature was intro- 
'duced, but tbs difficulty between Dr. 
Cbenault and tbs Commissioners was fully 
explained. Tbe witness was first asked as to 
tbe manner in which patients were received 
into tbe asylum, nnd said although none had 
boon taken in unlawfully several were admit¬ 
ted who were uot crazy, and he thought 
there had been a neglect of duty in the asy¬ 
lum, and that Dr. Chenaait had been un¬ 
faithful in carrying out the law in regard to 
a receiver by not allowing that officer to re¬ 
ceive goods and distribute them, as it is the 
law that no one shall act as receiver unless he 
has been confirmed hr the board. 

IVh'm Dr. Chouault took charge of the 
asylum be appointed John Mnrrs receiver, 
and the Commissioners refused to coufirm 
him on tbe grounds that there was no va¬ 
cancy, and recognized Hear dan a* Iming the 
receiver. Mr. Reardan has not done any 
work as receiver for two months, os the 
Superintendent will not write any orders on 
bira or let him have charge of any goods. 
The supplies are all to the bands of Marrs 
and Mr. Leech, who do the work, while the 
Commissioners pay Reardan the salary. Six 
of tbe board bod authorized this, while three 
were opposed to it. 

“Whon was tbe last time the Commission¬ 
ers held a meetingf" asked Judge Smith. 
“This morning." 

“What was the object of it*" 

“To employ an attorney to represent tbe 
board." 

“How do the Commissioners expect to pay 

him?" 

“Out of the funds of the asylum.” 

“What authority have they to use the 
State's money for this purposef" 

“We have no authority, but think we have 
the right," 

Dr. Adkins then proceeded to give a num¬ 
ber of instances in which ho thought Dr. 
C hen.suit had not performed his duty as Su¬ 
perintendent properly, and was finally ex¬ 
amined a* follows upon the subject of pun¬ 
ishment in tbe asylum: 

“Have you ever heard of any of tbe in¬ 
mate* being mistreated?" 

“Yes, sir. Oft Nov. 7, 1883, the first 
complaint of this kind camo to my ears. I 
do not remember the patient’s name, but on 
looking over ths books I saw where he bad 
been restrained for eighty-four hoars at dif¬ 
ferent times during the month. I also 
noticed that his death was recorded soon 
afterward. Upon investigation 1 learned 
that be had been confined tbe last 
time for twenty-four hours on a stretch 
and died a few minutes after he was 
released. Dr. Rodgers, the physician on the 
ward, stated that he had found the patient 
in an almost insensible condition and had 
tried to urouse him, but could not do so. 
The attendant who had punished the man 
w«s u&mod R'chard*, and upon being 
questioned about it be Mated that no one had 
authorized him to restrain the man and that 
be had done so on his own responsibility. 
After fully investigating the case the Com¬ 
missioners met and patted a resolution to the 
effect tliat Richards waa uufit to 
hold any position in the asylum and 
should be at once disiiiUsed. I>r. Cbenault, 
however, did not seem to lak<> any notice of 
our action, aud the man is »tiU employed in 
tho aavlum os an attendunt. I do not know 
of any other patient having been crueltv 
treated iu Lue j»ast few years, although some 
of them are unnecessarily restrained. I know 
of Another patient who never hod any 
clothes on her daring Dr, Cbenault's first 
term, and another patieut was kept tied for 
12 hours at a time whenever he had fits 
which be was subject to, and 
when Dr. Bullock took charge of 
the Asylum tbe total number of hours tbe 
patisute were under restraints or punish¬ 
ment* amounted to 3,700 hours a month 
for the whole Asylum, and during his term 
be cut it down to 75 hour*. Bine# Dr. 
Cbenault'* appointment the restraint* have 
been greatly increased, and during one 
month amounted to over 700 hours a month 
My main object! *n to Dr. Cbenault is that he 
is in favor of restraint*, and holds that pun¬ 
ishment is nocu*,ary in the conduction or an 
ajylutu. nnd h« U now using restraint* in 
the asylum wb:ch Dr. Bullock did 
aw*y with during his administration 
as being unnecessary and cruel. My reason 
for favoring Dr. Bullock is that he » pe¬ 
culiarly fitted for the position and has demon¬ 
strated the fact that an asylum can be con¬ 
ducted without the use of reetratnt* of anv 
kind.' 1 7 

Dr. Adkins was examined further aud 
stated that the Coramissioners had been in tbe 
habit of buying their coal with the supply 
for tbe asylum in order to get it at reduced 
rate*, but that they bud alwuy* paid for it 
themsflve*. He also said that some of 
the Commissioners had fed their hogs 
on the asylum grounds, which was 
contrary to law, and in tne cross-examina¬ 
tion by Mr. J. Houle Smith, he stated that 
Rvardon had the keys to one part of the 
asylum storehouse, where there was a quan¬ 
tity of provisions, aud had refused to give 
them up. and m consequence lOU dozen eggs 
and a large amount of provisions had be*n 
spoiled. Mnrrs, the other receiver, had the 
keys to another part of tbe storehouse, and 
in this way the greatest confusion prevailed, 
as there were two distinct sets of 
officer*. He stated that tbe Board 
of Comminsioner* had refused to 
confirm the appointment of Marrs. because 
they believed Reardan to be the most com 
potent officer the asylum had ever had und 
there was no cause for bis removal. 

Tho investigation was cat >hort by the ill¬ 
ness of Dr. Adkins, who was suffering from 
rheumatism, and the committee adjourned 
uutil to-morrow at U o'clock. Jt is expected 
that some spicy testimony will be intro¬ 
duced.

PndncAh Rejoicing Over ihn Falling Halers, 
hut Indignant that her Condition has Been 
Misrepresented.

Paducah, Ky., Fob. 25.— The rising 
waters, which Friday last reached their 
highest stage at this point, Saturday night 
began their return to the channel of the 
river. Since then tbe.f&ll ha* been gradual, 
and up to to-night tbe decline has been scant 
seven inches. Already a few houses, into 
which the water had just barely crept, 
are free of the unwelcome visitor. Thl* fact 
ha* caused general rejoicing, while on every 
hand there is evidence of preparation for 
a return to old things and habits just as 
soon os the streets are free from the 
intruder. Btill, tbo place just now 
s not in the condition her people 
would like. The invaded part of the city 
was inhabited mostly, if not almost entirely, 
by tbe working and poorer class of people, 
and.though the water prospects are brighter, 
their conditions do not so improve. 

At a meeting of the relief workers last 
evening it wo* report.-J that -i,00u people 
wore being fed, uuu this means a third of the 
population of the town. The number of 


sufferers h*s almost doubled the past three 
day#, but this condition of affairs I* largely 
due to the severe winter just ended, and 
which was particularly severe upon this sec¬ 
tion. Nevertheless. Raducah asks no further 
charity from the public. She was to-day the 
recipient of 80,000 rations from the Govern¬ 
ment, left by tbe steamer O.iceola, and thl* 
will most likely anewer the demands of her 
needy until there U a general resumption of 
trade and manufacturing establishment*. 

A word in defense of this city is 
asked a place by yoar correspondent, 
it ha* gone out through visiting correspond¬ 
ents, w’ho made no personal inspection, but 
took the stories of passing steam boatmen, 
hotel bell-boys, etc., for one. and through 
correspondent* from neighboring towns, none 
of whom have put their foot in town for 
raontuft, that the town was entirely sub¬ 
merged, her people starving, etc. Home of 
these telegrams are as full of false assertions 
as so many lines could be. As evidence of 
this fact, attention need only be called to a 
telegram sent out from Cairo, but 
dated at 1‘aducah, about Wednesday, 
in which, of the storm at this point, 
It is said about sixty houses were blown 
down, several buried and so on. Tho facts 
of that storm, as well ns tbe condition of 
1'aducah, have been telegraphed you by my- 
relf, and os given were correct—not the 
semblance of an effort to cover up ordisguLo 
being exhibited. All statements to tho 
contrary wore sensational and written for 
affect. 

f’uducah has suffered from the flood, but 
she was not submerged, as bos bo^n reported, 
nor are her people starving, and there was 
300 acres or ground in the place which the 
water never touched and miles of street 
w bich it did not reach. Of this 300 acres of 
ground, 50 block* are inhabited and all 
is in the city limits, aud not one-fourth of 
the entire number of buildings in tbe place 
had water on their first floors. The old part 
of tbe town suffered from tho streets mostly 
being inundated.

DR. LASKER'S BROTHER 


Gives Hi* Views Regarding Bismarck’* Act of Dis¬ 
courtesy in Returning tbe Lasker Resolu¬ 
tion to Congress. 


PLAYING A DOUBLE GAME. 


New York, Feb. 25.—Morris Lasker, of 
Galveston, Texas, who accompanied the re¬ 
mains of his brother, Edward Lasker, to 
Berlin, has Just returned. Lasker thinks re¬ 
garding the return of tbe resolution to the 
House of Representative* that btsmarck, 
having discovered hts grave mistake in ex¬ 
cluding all official recognition at the funeral 
services of Dr. Lasker, seized upon this reso¬ 
lution, which, in contrast with his action, 
had met with a very warm sentiment on the 
part of the German people, to give it im¬ 
portance as a political document and 
by returning it to weaken tho influence of 
the frieudiy sympathy which existed between 
tho two people in behalf of tne ideas which 
Dr. Lasker lived to advocate and support. 
The marked contrast between the feeling of 
the German masses, excited by official dis¬ 
courtesy on one hand and tbo friendly ex¬ 
pression of a supposed unprejudiced people 
on tbo other, has threatened to become too 
important a factor in the sentiment of the 
masses against Bismarck personally. Skill¬ 
ful diplomat a* be is. be thus seized nn this 
very resolution to dispel tho effect produced 
by it by puttiug to ridicule its authors, the 
representative body of the American people, 
and while it would suit him to antagonize the 
two people, yet, desiring at the same time to 
preserve friendly relations between the two 
Governments, he offers os au excuse for 
the indignity thus cast upon the American 
people that the documeut was uot presented 
in a proper diplomatic manner. 

"It seems," said Mr. Lasker, “to be the 
general impression iu America that Minister 
Sargent is a man held iu no esteem in Ger¬ 
many and void of tact to uphold the dignity 
of bis position. 1 havo met people of all 
shades of politics there, and 1 find, while 
some close adherents to Bismarck display a 
great deal of lntterne.s* with regard to Bar- 
gent, produced by the controversy in con¬ 
nection with the’American pork importa¬ 
tions, yet ail but the most ser¬ 
vile official press *p*ak of him 

in terms of high respect, and tb* masses are 
in full sympathy with his position ou that 
question. It is fnr from beiug true that 
{'argent lacks tact and determination, with 
all duo courtesy, to sustain hi* position as 
American Minister. I may say, from infor¬ 
mation derived from undoubted source*, that 
an a result of the controversy referred to, the 
inward nature of which is best known to the 
American State Department, the German 
offiriah ore evidently instructed to approach 
with delicacy every questiou and transaction 
in which they are engaged with Minister 
Sargent. Sargent represents that 
type of American intelligent gentle¬ 
man who does uot lack tact 
and discretion to uphold his proper dignity 
in an y position, and with due respect to 
those with whom be comes in contact. Had 
ho (Sargent; presumed to put himself in 
direct communication with tbe Reichstag, 
he could have properly been rejected with 
no other than a personal slight upon hiunself, 
and tbe presiding control of the body being 
in tbe hands of those in sympathy with 
Bismarck, would naturally have left him to 
expect just such treatment. He could only 
look for recognition from the consti¬ 
tuted authorities in Germauy for 
any communication he might desire 
to mako by submitting it through tho Slate 
Department, aud that course he took. 1 
dare predict that notldng would suit Bis¬ 
marck Utter than to have Sargent make 
the scape-goat in this matter, ana with the 
old controversy In his mind thus impress any 
future Miuister accredited by the United 
8tales to the German Government. It will 
not do to excite pis animosity, as Bismarck’s 
mgenuitv would effect a like result for the 
Minister in every case. The attempt of Bis¬ 
marck ia such ’maimer to secure the recall 
of a representative accredited to his Govern¬ 
ment is not new'."

The principal topic yesterday won of 
course the race of the L. and N and Cincin¬ 
nati Southern, and the former boyr could 
not help crowing over their victory, while 
the latter felt rather blue over tho matter, 
although, all things considered, their run 
was a splendid one, and the ruuning time 
per hour oqualod very near that of the L. 
and N. But right here is a good place to 
make tho statement, for the benefit of the 
traveling public, at least the timid portion 
of it, that railroad racing is not a common 
thing, nor is it at all advisable. It is also 
necessary to say for the roads that this was 
not a preconcerted race, nor was there an\ * 
thing said concerning a race by the manage¬ 
ment of either line. But then it is a kiud of 
unwritten law or understanding among rail¬ 
road people on the outside that two special 
train? leaving the aarnc place, with the rauie 
objective point gin view, would each do its 
level best to reach tho goal first. Aud it is also 
& general custom to push specials at all times, 
whether there is tho incentive of au opposi¬ 
tion train or not. 

Col. C. P. Atmore furnishes the following 
synopsis of the telegifcms received at his 
office concerning the runuing of tho L. aud 
N. special. It left Cincinnati at 9:05 Satur¬ 
day morning aud arrived bore at 12:33, 
where there was a delay of 84 minutes, leav¬ 
ing here at 1 :09; arrived at I^ebauon Junc¬ 
tion at 1:44, Elisabethtown at 2:08, Uocky 
Hill at 3:18 and Bowling Green at 8:88; bo- 
tween the two points last numed a delay of 9 
minutes occurred—taking water and a hot 
box; left Bowling Uiwi at 3:52. passed 
Franklin at 4:18 and Edgefield Junction at 
5 : 10 ; arrived aL Nashville at 5:85, and left 
at 5:54; arrived at Decatur at 9:03, left 
at 9:20; arrived at Birmingham at 12:15 
a. M., left at 12:35; arrived at 
Montgomorv at 3:15, loit at «5:2o; ar¬ 
rived at Mobile at 9:15, left nt9:2»>; ar¬ 
rived at New Orleans at 1:15 P. Jl. Tho total 
time ou tho road was 28 hours and 10 min¬ 
utes, of which 2 hours and 48 minute* were 
lost by hot boxes, stojm for meals or taking 
water, making the total running time 25 
hour* and 22 minute*. The distance between 
Cincinnati and New Orleans is 912 miles by 
this road, oo the running tune per hour would 
be a little more than 37 miles. This is be¬ 
lieved to be the fastest run on rt**ord for such 
a long distance, and the L. and N. people feel 
justlv proud of it. 

The Cincinnati Southern was rather un¬ 
fortunate on its ruu. The route is shorter 
than the L. and N. by 6(5. miles, but must of 
the track is new. Toe run to Cbattnn«>oga, 
385 miles, was mad* in 10 hours. At tbnt 
place information was received of a weak 
bridge nt a p>int some distance below on the 
Alabama aud Great Southern, and the 
train was delayed considerably there. 

A freight wreck* also delayed them south 
of Birmingham, and it was evident¬ 
ly considerable of a delay,* as tele- 

S mms were received by the L. and N. of 
»lals asking that the Southern be allowed to 
go on to New Orleans from Birmingham 
over ibeir tracks. And toe magnanimity of 
tne L. and N. niaua^viueut was displayed by 
a telegram troin Mr. Dunham to .1. 1’. Harn- 
bao, Division Su^rmtrndent, telling him to 
run the Southern’s squ-ctnluver tho road with 
bis own crow, the que.-tinu of compensation 
therefor being left for future consideration.

A car 
is bucked up at Baxter avenue ann Jefferson 
street half an hour before train time, aud 
passengers can gel in it and be hauled out to 
the depot at Southall street. 

Luck apptArs to be with the 1. and N., 
and do mistake. The bridge which fell in 
yesterday morning, near SoutbuU street,hud 
been used only about two hour! before by 
the passenger tram for Cincinnati and no 
sign of a let-down was observed; when it 
fell there wan not a train or »uiy weighty 
matter near it. Had it dropped with the 
pa singer train there would Imre been some 
lives lost, as the fall is about 30 feet, and the 
elm-w is large enough to have let tho whole 
train down. 


The river is declining rapidly, andth* sub¬ 
merged district will soon dry' out. People 
will begin moving back in their houses in a 
few days and business will be resumed except 
on the Point and a few other places. 

A house belonging to Mr. W. O. Harris, 
on Fourth street, between Main and tho river, 
fell down yesterday morning aud stopped 
travel for awhile. No particular damage was 
done. 

The ravages of the flood continued to de¬ 
velop. themselves yesterday on the Benr- 
grass bridges,and at tho crossing of the Short- 
Hue roqd from the fill to tho Southall-street 
depot the consequences were very serious. 
At 5 o'clock yesterday morning a freight 
tram started out, cro*sed|tb« bridge, and the 
structure seemed all right as far as tho train 
gaug could discover. At 5:25 o’clock the at¬ 
tendant* heard a crash in the direction of tho 
bridge and went to learn the cause. On in¬ 
vestigation it was found that the northern 
abutment, masonry and all, had fallen into 
tho creek, carrying the iron bridgodown 
with It. Tho foundation stone* had evidently 
been undermined by the water, and doubt¬ 
less the weight of the train gave it a start to 
falling. Tbo fill back f«otn the bridge gave 
way also for some distance, opening a wkJo 
gap in the road. Tue wreckers wore put to 
work removing the fallen structure, and pre¬ 
paring for the oreotion of a temporary tres¬ 
tle to opeu the road down to the First-street 
depot. The coache* of the morning trains 
were caught by the break, requiring other 
arrangement* for the morning departures. 
The bridge at new Main street was rendered 
unsafe by the flood, aud a temporary depot 
was established at the head of Jefferson 
street. The south end abutment of the 
bridge at the Browusboro road crossing, which 
gave way Suuday, continued to cave yester¬ 
day. Assistant City Engineer Tyler noti¬ 
fied the Bridge mud Iron Company to remove 
tho bridge before it fell in. 

Relief measures are still actively lu prog¬ 
ress, aud everything possible is being dono 
for the sufferers. Tho Board of Trade and 
Citizens’ Relief Committee met in the Board 
of Trade Building yesterday at noon in its 
usual session. 

An application for relief of the sufforer* at 
Uniontown wo* made, and $200 was sent 
them through Mr. N. Bloom. Another 
$200 was sent by the Adams Express Com¬ 
pany to Dr. D. M. Barkley, Chairman of tho 
Caseyvilto Reliof Committee, in response to 
their appeal for sufferer* at that point.

uot be over ovtimated. 

But it is not to the Ohio river alone that 
this will apply. All of our great riters nre 
more or less included. The cutting away of 
the pine forcHts of Alabama for the supply of 
the world is only equaled by the deuuda- 
tion of tho mo.i u tains of Colorado. 
From Maine to Florida, from 
Alaska to California, fruui tho Atlantic 
coast to the shores of the Pacific, this terri¬ 
ble sacrifice to the needs of the civilized world 
is going on. and is increased and intensified 
by all the appliances of civUueaUon and sci¬ 
entific mechanism. 

Kentucky is to lie scourged and desolated 
year after year, her people made homeless 
and wanderers uutil hope heivclf shall have 
fled, and famine and despairshall dwell wbor# 
was once the garden spot of the " hold world! 
The question Is, how can this thing be 
stopped! The answer lies before you; 
In the carrying out to its full sequonco and

Forests and Floods. 

I To the Editor of the Coune> Journal.] 

The regular recurrence for three year* past 
of great and increasing floods In the Ohio 
river ha* called genoral Attention to this 
subject, aud induced inquiry into the cause 
of the overflows. It seems to be conceded 
that tho cutting away of the forest* at the 
headwaters of the river and her tributaries 
is tho main source of the trouble. But 
hitherto no remedy wo* suggested. Being 
deeply interested in the matter, pecuniarily 
as well a* patriotically, I noted w ith great 
pleasure the passage, by the Sonuto of Ken¬ 
tucky, a of resolutiou offered by Hon. Henry 
C. Dixon, of Henderson, which is 
cortaiuly a move in tho right 
direction, and should be haded 
as such by every right-thiuking person, &»- 
j**cmUy among the duplets dwellers of the 
Ohio valley, fbo resolution proposes to ap¬ 
point a committee to investigate the whole 
matter, with orders to report to the Geueral 
Assembly at it* next meeting any measures 
they may doom necessary for the prevention 
of flood*. Abo “that our representatives iu 
Congress bo requested to secure from Con¬ 
gress, at the earliest practicable moment, 
*ach legislation as will tend ro prevent said 
flood*, and that they be especially requested 
to secure the passage of au act by Con¬ 
gress appointing a committee to vis¬ 
it Europe and investigate the 
‘forestry’ laws and the workings 
of the satno in the countries thoroof, and re 
port to Cougt ess at its next session the result* 
of their investigations, togetuor with such 
measures as they may deem ueceasary to bo 
passed to protect and preserve our forest*, 
und prevent said fl«>ods. f1 

To appreciate tue importance of such legis¬ 
lation, uud ol forestry laws eutorced and tar¬ 
ried out, as a remedy for the tearful flood* 
that have so devastated our country, it ouly 
needs to Luru to the experience* aud method's 
of older countries than our own. Among 
many of them “Forestry’’ is a regular pro- 
fev-tou, requiring special study and training. 
The forest* ore the special care of the Gov¬ 
ernment, and there are special “Forestry” 
laws. Aud the replanting of the forests 
has proven of the most wonderful utility in 
rcstoriug tho humidity of cliiunte and tho 
even flow of the rivers. 

* Forest legislation,” says the British JEn- 
cuclopcdia t “took its rise in France about 
the middle of t)i* Sixteenth century, und tho 
groat Minister Sully urged the enforcement 
of restrictive forest law* * * 

Reckless destruction of the forests, however, 
was in program, and the revolution of 1789 
gave a fresh stimulus to tho work of devas¬ 
tation. The usual results have followed in 
tho frequency and dcwtructlvoces* of floods, 
which have washed away tho soil from the 
hilfoides and valleys of many districts, cs 
penally in the south, and the fre 
quent inundations of the lust fifty 
years are no doubt caused by 
the deforesting of the sources of the Rhone 
and Maoue. i^aw s wore passed iu 18BU uud 
18<U, providing for the reforesting, *ro- 
boD'emtmt,* of the slopes of mountains, and 
these laws lake effect ou private as well as 
State property. Beneficial ruvuite have al¬ 
ready ensued’ Thousand* of acre* are an- 
uuuliy planted in the departments of Haute* 
and Basse* Alps, and during the summer of 
1875, wnon much injury was done by floods 
in tho south of France, the Durance, for¬ 
merly the most dausemib- in this respect of 
French river*, gave little cause for anxiety, 
and it is round the headwaters of this river 
that the chief plantation* have been 
formed.”

Lewis W. Spelgor, the Alleged Victim of Alcohol¬ 
ism, Dies After Tweaty-foor Hoars of 
Medical Attention- 

A POST-MORTEM SHOWS A BLOOD CLOT 

Lewis W. Bnelgcr, the young man referrod 
to as Ohr in yesterday’s issue, wuom death 
wa exfiected at auy moment at 2 o’clock 
yesterday morning from ale hoi poisoning 
at the Howard ilouss, was still in a critical 
condition at daylight. He was removed 
from the room adjoining the stable, wbeie he 
had been all night, to a private room, and 
th« efforts at resuscitation were continued i*y 
his physician*, I)rs. Miller and Godsbaw. 
In the early part of the afternoon he «a» 
thought to be improving, but as night ap¬ 
proached he began to grow worse, and died 
a few moments after 0 o’clock lost evening. 

During the day a great deal of interest 
was taken in the matter, and tne rumors of 
foul play that were being whispered the 
nfght before were renewed, and nt the fatal 
ending of the mau’« illuess there was a set¬ 
tled conviction that there was still a great 
deal to bo learueil about the case. Iko 
Powell, the barkeeper who left Kpolger iu 
charge of tbo wm-ky siphon, and who was 
credited by the rumor as being the man who 
had hnmlled Hpvlger roughly, put in an ap¬ 
pearance yesterday moruiug, after ub*> nting 
himself rather mysteriously the night be¬ 
fore. Officer Buckley began an investigation 
of the rumors and found four or five young 
men who saw the transaction in the bar¬ 
room. 

They stated that after Spedgcr began to 
feel the effects Of the whisky that it was ru¬ 
mored be had -educed through the rubber 
tube, he sal down and after uodding awhile 
fell over in a coal box. Some one picked him 
up aud sat him on the bench agaiu, but be fell 
in the box again, and then Powell esugbt 
bold of him and jerxed him out of the box 
aud threw Imu out on the floor, and os be 
fell his bond struck the ico box with great 
force. Powell then kicked him severely and 
left him on the floor, where he remained un 
til some ono assGted him to bis feet. After 
Spelger died Officer Buckley left the room, 
and on reaching the street saw a man named 
Hughes, who, with Powell and Mr. Wiggen- 
ton, the proprietor of the Ilownrd House, 
over the saloon, wolkiug hurriedly down the 
street. 

Ho followed Hughes, and saw him enter 
another saloon, kept by Pgwell, on Market 
below Brook street. He entered also. See¬ 
ing Hughes, Officer Bueklvy told him that 
bo wanted Powell, and Hughes replied that 
they hatl mnde arrangements to surrender 
Powell to Officers Kosun berg and Roiuiser, 
who had promised to enter a charge of a* 
sault and battery. Buckley answered that 
ho knew* nothing about such an arruugemont, 
and had come after Powell, and if he w iu 
not brought out he would take Hughes and 
lock him up. This had the desired effect, 
aud Powell catne out of a room aud surren¬ 
dered himself, nnd was locked up ou the 
charge of murder. 

Coroner Miller, who had attended Spolgor 
as a physician, was thuu called to hold t 
posit mortem and inquest. He did not con 
sidor such a step necessary, ns he wo* satis¬ 
fied that the diagnosis of the case was cor¬ 
rect and that Spelger hud died from alcohol- 
ittm. While the post mortem was being hold 
a nmu wqs isauted out to a Courier-Jour¬ 
nal reporter as a witness of tbn affair in the 
bar-room. The reporter recogulzed him a* 
one who had been iu the room with the sick 
tunu several hour* Sunday night and asked 
him if be knew anvthing'of the origin of 
S 4 x*lgHr J » illness. He sai l: I saw Powell 
jork him out of the cw&l-box and after throw 
lug him against the ice-box kick him vio¬ 
lent ly 

Wlille he was kicking him Mr. Wiggenton, 
the proprietor of tbo Howard Houso, on 
terod ana remonstrated with Powell, saying 
“Ho got drunk in hero, and you ought not to 
treat mm in that manner.” 

“I know ho did,” replied Powell, “and I 
am going to sober him up,” and kicked him 
again. 

lu a few moments some young men assist¬ 
ed Spelger to his feet und led him out of the 
saloon, and in reply to u suggestion tuat 
walk would help him, be said: “I can’t 
walk; you don’t know bow bad 1 am hurt.’ 
He was led back to tho stable, where ho wo* 
afterwards found. 

Coroner Miller, assisted by Dr. Goddmw, 
held a po«t mortem, aud reported that 
blood clot was found in the heart, and that 
his douth w as caused by congestion of tho 
lungs, superinduced by pneuuiuma. 

It was said that the rubber-tub* story was 
manufactured to cover up tbo real cos©, aud 
it will be olieerved that the post-mortem ex 
umiuera failed to mention alcoholism a* tho 
cause of death. Coroner Miller was very 
emphatic ui his statement that he could find 
no evidence that violence bad been done 
Spelger, and it is very probable that tho 
charge of murder can not bo sustmnod 
against Powell. Spolger was 19 years old 
last November, aud was an industrious, 
sober young man.

THE FLOOD RELIEF. 


The city of New Albany along its river 
front, from a point above the Glass works to 
Lower Albany, a distance of nearly two 
mile*, is a picture of destruction and suffer¬ 
ing. Nearly every house in this long strip 
of territory has been flooded badly, 
and yesterday, when the river got 
within it* banks, the devastation 
became more apparent. Hereafter 
the work of the Relief Committee will be 
mostly Jevoted to aiding poor persons along 
the river to repair their property. Of course 
every person can not expect aid. Those who 
•re poor, particularly the widowa and or¬ 
phans, will be provided for first, and the 
committee bns now under consideration the 
matter of dispensing this relief and will so 
divide tho funds on hand as to make the aid 
equitable and just. It is hard to divide the 
fund without causing some dissatisfaction, 
but the gentlemen in charge can not help 
Uns. 

Aid will be given to-day to those who ap¬ 
ply to commissaries at the relief depot on 
Market street, below the Control Hotel. 
Ration* will be given only to women and 
children and men not able to work. Sher- 
mnn, Williams & Co., of Cleveland, O., 
sent a check for $25. John C. Dueber. of 
Cincinnati, sent a check for $1U0, as a dona¬ 
tion from hi* Watch-case Manulacturing 
Company. Trinity Episcopal church, of 
Newport, R. L, seot #84 in money, some 
clothing and other articles. This morning 
tho Women’s Christian TemDerauce Union 
will distribute clothing to those whom they 
have found worthy of aid. Capt. Jonathan 
Peters, Secretary of the Kenof Committee, 
said to a Courier-Journal reporter lost 
evening that 2,244 families drew rations at 
one time during the flood, lu the Fifth 
ward alone Mr. Stay issued to 600 people. 
This seems almost incredible, but Capt. 
Peters has the record. 

At Jefferson ville the commissary was 
opened yesterday morning, and a groat 
throng visited it until 3 o’clock. Rations 
were issued for nearly 2,000 persons. 
It, is not probable this relief will 
b* extended after to morrow only 
in case of urgent necessity. Mr. Steuley, 
the Towu&bip Trustee, has bad tweuty-llve 
cart-, aud teams hauling coal to those wash¬ 
ed out, and has almost been unable to fill 
orders, but hopes to supply all demands to¬ 
day. The Reitaf Committee has a considera¬ 
ble fund on hand, which will be used in re¬ 
pairing tbo property of those who are un¬ 
able to do anything for themselves, in a 
few days this fund will be judiciously ex¬ 
pended. Of coarse nobody who is not in 
actual need can expect to receive any¬ 
thing from this source. Small donations 
of coal aud provisions are coming in from 
venous points, ail of which can be used to 
good advantage. The Mayor ha* uot called 
for more aid, but Jeffersonville ueod* all 
that is sent much worse than any neigh¬ 
boring city. It is true of Jeffersonville that 
she is the most distressed of auy and has 
made le»s piteous appeals than most of her 
neighbors, and is preparing to come to the 
front again if possible.

The Marrli Gras Celebration by the Liederkrsni 
Soaety si Liederkranx Hall Last Night. 


A FANTASTIC OPERA AND MASK BALL. 


Liederkranx Hall was the scene of revelry 
last night. Rex Comus had made it his 
dominions, and it was thronged with his 
subjects brimful with the Carnival’s enthu 
tiasm and extravagance. 

The celebration was a distinctively Ger¬ 
man oue, and was given under the auspice* 
of the Liederkranz, the most prominent 
singing society in the city. It was the most 
ambitious attempt at the Carnival ohserv 
once which the city has witnessed for years, 
and in point of enthusiasm and attendance it 
was a success most complete and gratifying 
The immeuse upper ball was packed in every 
inch of its space, the crowd even encroach¬ 
ing upon the part reserved for the maskers, 
and forcing tne musicians back to the stage. 

The aisles overflowed, the walls aud stair- 
wavs wore lined, the gallery shared in the 
crowd and hundreds remained in the vesti¬ 
bules nod outside the doors. Everybody 
was there, and everybody was happy and 
noisy enough to satisfy the most exacting 
King Comus who ever exercised hie tyranny 
at this most auspicuous of seasons. 

Tho celebration consisted of a fantastic 
opera in three acts and a mask ball, which 
lasted all night. The former was given by 
the Liederkranz 8ociety, while the latter 
was participated in by everybody who 
chose to come. The attendance was 
made ap mostly of German 
citizens. The opera was entitled 
“Morgundbruck bei Dresden,” and in its 
presentation the society wont, to a great deal 
of trouble and exfienso. It was introduced 
by a prologue delivered by a living curtain 
of grotesque carnival figures, so irresistibly 
comical that it kept the audience in a roar of 
laughter all the time. The opera itself met 
with less favor, but everybody was bent 
upon being pleased with everything and any¬ 
thing which might afford an excuse for 
laughing. It wa* intended os a burlesque; 
but the acting, though vivacious, lacked 
smoothness and finish, while the musical 
part was seriously injured by the hoarseness 
of Mr. A. J. Schlicht, who took one of the 
leading parts. 

The ftiructure of the farce was very slra- 
ple. Tbo characters were a page, in love 
with a pnucess, her father, a knight, who 
wn.4 a rival of the pace, a prompter and two 
other pages. The princess and first page are 
desperately in love; the knight interferes 
and induce* the prince to give him hisdaugh 
tor's hand. Alter bor marriage the page 
and knight kill each other, she slabs herself, 
bor father commute suicide, and tuis praise¬ 
worthy example is followed by every one 
else except the unfortunate audience. The 
whole i- presented a* a burlesque, and if it 
bail not been candidly announced that the 
acting was expected to be clumsy, it would 
never have been known what a high degree of 
art was manifested by every one concerned. 

The part of the Prince was tuken by Mr. 
Oscar Sluts, who did some f&ir singing. 
The /Vinor m was impersonated bv Mr. John 
Plueckeitaum. The nart of Edouard , tho 
png**, was taken by Mr. Joseph Simons, who 
is said to be the leading vocalist of the 
Liederkranz. Uis singing was excellent. 
Mr. A. J. Schlicht, the Knight , was so 
lioarse that he could scarcely bing or speak. 
The opera was supposed to contain a great 
many local hits and allusions, but owing to the 
noise of the immense crowd, but little could 
be beard by the audience. 

A great many were in attendance in 
masks, but the costumes were neither hand¬ 
some nor original. Two-thirds were girls 
and children, the latter interfering by tbeit 
presenco seriously with the enjoyment ol 
their eiders. 

The music was under the direction of Prof. 
Otto Schueler, arid was the most enjoyable 
feature of tne evening. It was well selected, 
and so well executed that not a fault woe 
urged against it. 

With the exception of a mask ball at 
Phoenix Hill, this was the only Mardi Gras 
celebration in the city.

The Wheat Outlook. 

[itdling World. J 

Tbe Mississippi valley is at present the greatest 
wheat-field of tiie world, and produce* a large 
surplus to feed other portions of the United 
feiat*** sn%i,of Europe. California has evidently 
amved at about her highest production, and 
must now gradually ikn'ltnc.. os no soil can stand 
c-.nstant cropping* of this cereal, which so rapid¬ 
ly exhausta the soil. Labor in California ia as 
high a* it L lu the valley, but California is 3.000 
tiiiies larsaar ft um home or foreign mdi keta, 
even if sho taken the most expensive way by rail¬ 
road across the continent to tidewater. By water 
route it is 10,000 miles farther trom me markets. 
Bo it can never be a successful competitor with 
the Mississippi valley. 

Russia ia a wh« at-producing country, hut her 
fields are far removed for ciioup and which nl 
tiansportauon. They are ages behind us in skill 
and machinery, but she is really our strongest 
competitor m supplying the European dt-uiand. 
H nas not the capacity to supply the full demand, 
so we become natural contestants. wlu» the cer¬ 
tainty that when wheat is cheap at home and the 
transportation lines are in a favorable tnoud we 
can drive itusaia from the t .ngltsh market. 

India, hott-ver. bos the capacity in amount and 
richness of soil, os well as cheapness of laour, to 
supply all the deficiencies of all other nations. 
But their labor is stupid, unskilled, and they are 
deficient in labor-saving; implements iu fact, 
labor is so cheap they do not desire buch ma¬ 
chinery. Aud alUtougb labor in India for saving 
and preparing the wheat crop is not one-etghm 
wUat it ts here, our grtsa advantage over them Is 
in distance and cheapness of transporta¬ 
tion. The wheat fields of the Mississippi 

valley ore about 4,0tH/ miles from Liver¬ 
pool. The fields of India are about 6.000 

miles from lb© same market. The freight 

oa wheat Trom ths .Uiwnsaippi to Uverpool t» 
about $0 j er ton. From the principal gram- 
h-lils of India, which are from 700 to 1.200 miles 
inland from Bombay, freight ia about per 
toil to Liverpool. The long distance by wst«r and 
the limited railroad factlitea in India will prob¬ 
ably prevail as long a* the United Slates will 
have any surplus wheat. This event is not far 
distant in the future. Ti* exteuktoii of our wheat 
Lit toward the frontier is hut little faster than 
ia the contraction in ths older portions of the 
States. While we con.-viicm* tbree-iourtiie of <*ur 
production with a population of 5i).01R),UdU in- 
iuiimants, soon our fiopuLiinti will be double 
tuat amount, with but «<ighi increase la produc¬ 
tion. In {fcll probability some of our preheat 
luumess men will live to Nee the time when there 
wni l>e, «vA with average cropM. s deficiency of 
wueat to supply home demand. One hundred 
millions of inhabitants will require 3uO,doO.irdO 
bu>hels of wbr*i-at ina/a i</0,t>iH>,UOU over our 
present full crop Jauuary 1, 1H34. the popula¬ 
tion of the United Slates was 25,000.000 —doub¬ 
ling in 26 years. At this rate, in 190ft—26 years 
from i860—our population will be i00.000.0o0, 
only 22 years hence. Thru tbe wheat question 
vrifi be one of more interest than it is now.

MAN'S INHUMANITY, 


As Pictured Before the Asylum In¬ 
vestigating: Committee ai Its 
Session Yesterday. 


An Ex-Attendant, Robert Howard, 
Says Ducking Was Almost an 
Everyday Affair. 


Greene Slaughter, a Former Lunatio, 
Telia What He Saw of the 
Maddox Murder. 


“I Never Complained to Dr. Gale of 
Cruelty, for Fear My Keeper 
Would Punish Me.” 


THE PROCEi£DI\(>H PAH IH ILARiZEU 


The Investigating Committee opened its 
session at I o’clock yesterday afternoon, all 
of the members having returned from their 
homes or Frankfort. The Senate had passed 
a resolution giving the committee entire jur¬ 
isdiction in the matter of a stenographer, 
and the “strike” ended before having hardly 
begun. Two wiLnv^ses were examined. The 
first of tbeso, 

ROBERT P. HOWARD, 

gave bis testimony in a rather disconnected 
mauner, and was stopiwd several times in the 
cross-examination. He stated in substance: 

”1 was at Anchorage asylum as an at¬ 
tendant for three months from November, 
1881. 1 was an attendant in wards Nos. 2, 

18 and 24. ! had never had auy experience 

in an asylum before that time. 1 had a 
cousin there, named Baker, and he intro¬ 
duced me to Dr. Gale. The first thing I 
learned almost was how to dock a patient. 
Baker had been the former attendant in the 
ward, and he showed me. I assisted in 
ducking two or three while there. I first 
drew u tub half-full of water, then tied the 
patient's bands aud feet and put him in face 
up. We held him in perhaps a minute, or 
until be strangled. This ducking was done 
as a punishment; I never heard of it as a 
remedial measure. It was done in all the 
wards almost daily. I saw the Supervisor at 
a ducking once, but never any of tho physi¬ 
cians. 

”1 saw a patient struck once for not work¬ 
ing fast enough; an attendant named Doyle 
struck him. Dr. Gale was standing near, 
but I don’t know that be saw it. Doyle 
struck with bis hand or fist on the patieut’s 
face. • 

“l have seen considerable gambling at tho 
asylum. Dr. Rfley and others played poker 
for money in ward No. 2 for money. Col. 
Buford was there during my »tay. fee was 
allowed considerable liberties. He went out 
on the farm often by binibcff. I alee know 
Hugh Barclay; be was in my ward. Some 
of the patients 

DID NOT HAVE UNDERWEAR. 

Some of them wore drawers. Their 
clothes were generally comfortable. I have 
seen considerable drinking. 1 saw one man, 
an employe, get drinks from the drug room 
on a prescription from Dr. Irvin, 1 think. 

I have seen employes get liquor for patients 
and use it themselves. They have at the 
asylum whisky, wine aud brandy. The man 
who was struck bv the attendant Doyle was 
taking staves from some tobacco hogsheads, 
and did not get along fast enough. The to¬ 
bacco is ratioued'out to patients for chewuig 
and smoking. ‘'Whisky was sometimes ob¬ 
tained on prescriptions for patients, but 
they would never see it—the attend¬ 
ant would drink it. I assist 
ed two men, employes, to tboir 
rooms. They were too drunk to get there 
alone. They had been drinking in the drug- 
room. This occurred on the night of a bail 
at the asylum. Bam Wan He, one of these 
men, bad a key to the drug-room; he was 
the only one having a key that I know of. 
Dr. Riley was druggist during my stay at 
the asylum. The patients who had under¬ 
clothes got them from friends, I think. I 
never saw a towel bath administered. There 
was one patiuut at the asylum who 
WORK CHAINS ALL THE TIME. 

His name was Jobu Grau, but he was called 
‘Hannas ' He got so UM»d to these chains 
that he did not want to give them up. 1 
never saw a Commissioner under the influ¬ 
ence of liquor anywhere.” 

The witness was exam mod by Mr. Fleming, 
for Dr. Gale: ”1 was standing five or six 
feet from where the man struck by 
Doyle was. A man named Gaddis was tho 
only other person present that I now re¬ 
member. He remarked at the time that if 
that bad occurred at I^ongview Asylum the 
attendant would have been discharged. 
Frank Fogle is the only patient I ducked 
whose name I remembered. 1 got no order 
to do it. Baker hoiped me duck one or two; 

1 don’t remember the others. I bad triefl to 
quiet this patient, Fogle, but he would not 
keep quiet. It was in the night. Doyle told 
me to duck him, and assisted me. After 
ducking him, the night watch helped me to 
put muffs on him, and in doing it he choked 
the patient badly I said to him, ‘Damn it, 
don't kill the man.' 1 did not report this, 
but tho night watch, 1 think, did, for Dr. 
Gale sent for me the next morning and told 
me my sorvicee would be required no longer. 

“1 don’t know what kind of a lock was on 
the liquor-room door. Wardle told me if 
ever I wanted whisky to como to him, and 
he would get it, or give me his key. I never 
reported the case of striking by "Doyle. In 
a case of that, kind men don't report every 
thing they see. I bad a copy of the rules, 
but dou’L remember they said things of that 
kind should be reported.” 

At this point Mr. Fleming showed the 
witness a copy of the rules of the asylum, 
and asked him if he bad not received a copy 
on entering upon bis duties as an attendant. 
Witness admitted such to be tho cose. Mr. 
Fleming then read one or two clauses from 
tho book, to the effect that attendants were 
required to deal gently with patieuts. and 
that they should under no circumstances act 
in a dictatorial manner toward them; also 
that it was the duty of attendants to report 
the derelictions of other attendants to :he 
physician or Superintendent. The witness 
stated that, he uad not read the rules thor¬ 
oughly, because he did not deem it u -cessary. 
Dr. Gale had told him another attendant 
would instruct him how P* manage his ward 
and ho took his instructions from that at¬ 
tendant. He supposed from the 

EXCESSIVE AMOUNT OF DUCKING 
carried on that Dr. Gale know of it. He 
simply did what the other attendants did. 
He was a friend of T. M. Moore. Ho was 
subpumaed to appear beforo tho emnmit'eo, 
and had talked to Mooro before appearing, 
but declined to state what was said at the 
con venation. 

Mr. Russell, for the Commissioners, ex¬ 
amined the witness: “I talked to M«>ore last 
Friday on the subject Moore did not say be 
was gettiug paid lor w hat be was doing. He 
appeared to take a deep interest in this mat¬ 
ter. Baker was my cousin, and was inslru 
mental in gettiug mo t he position at the asy¬ 
lum. 1 don’t really know that Dr. Bale or 
the Commissioners kn'<w of this ducking, but 
hardly seo how they could have helped it. 1 
was discharged the day after 1 ducked Fo- 

Mr Y\ alker cross-examined the witness: 
“Moore has offered no inducement to me to 
como here and testify. My statements are 
not made to aid hirn in any way. When I 
was discharged‘from the asylum. Dr. Gale 
said nothing; he asked no questions concern¬ 
ing the ducking, and gave uo reason for the 
discharge. 1 assisted tw.> of the attendants 
to tboir boils one nifht afp»r a ball; thnv 
were decidedly drunk. They were VYardie 
and Charlie Davie*. Roach and Gaddis 
were drunk at the -ame ball. 1 never ducked 
anv of them to get them sol ier.” § 

Mr. Russell re-examined tho witness: “No 
physician at the asylum ever talked to me 


about whnl my duties as an attendant wore. 
Nor did Dr. Gale.” 

This finished his testimony, and Chairman 
Martin declared the session adjourned. 
Shortly after it was ascertained that 
MR. GREENE SLAUGHTER 
was present from Fishervillo, and it was de- 
cidoa to take his testimony. Mr. .Slaughter 
gave hi* testimony in a straightforward 
manner, and it is possibly the most weighty 
received vet. He wus formerly a patient, 
afterwaref an assistant attendant. He said: 

“I know Dr. Gale. I have been at An¬ 
chorage asylum—went there in 1871) as a 
patient, adjudged insane by a court in thi* 
city. 1 was uuder treatment about fifteen 
month*. I was somotimes called in to hulp 
attendants in man aging patients. John 
Shites was tho attendant in my ward 
during the latter part of my stay. I 
have been employed nt the asylum 
since being discharged as a patient. 

1 was an assistant attendant. My memory 
is short, and 1 don’t remember name*, i 
stayed there in that capacity from Octol»er 
until April, 1882. 1 was on duty in the 

davtime. and put on the farm most of the 
time. The night watch would relieve the 
attendant. When ho noeded help he would 
wake the attendant. 

“I never eeen a great deal of ducking. I 
heloed an attendant duck one mau. 1 don’t 
know that a physician ordered it. We tied 
the patient’s bands and feet, and hold him 
uuder the water until bo gave up. Some are 
held under longer than others because tboy 
DON’T GIVE UP 80 QUICK. 

“The patient was brought up once in n 
while to see how be could stand it. I don’t 
know that Dr. Gale knew of this. Mr. Mooro 
helped duck this man. I don’t know of but 
one man of that name there at tho Asylum.” 

Mr. Tom Moore, who is taking a great in¬ 
terest in this investigation, attempted to ex¬ 
plain that tho w'itness was laboring under a 
mistake; but he was rather abruptly stopped 
by Mr. RunU, with tho remark that “bo 
bad had things bis wav long enough, nnd it 
was tboir time now.” Mr. Walker alter 
questioned the witness, and he admitted that 
ho was a poor baud at remembering names, 
but felt positive the attendant’s name was 
Moore. He was then asked if Mr. Moore 
was at that time in the room, and turmug 
around and pointing to Robert Howard, the 
man who had giv'fcn the testimony previous 
to bis, i-aid: “There is the Mr. Moore who 
did the ducking: that other Is not the Mooro 
I mean.” Mr. Russell, in cross-examining 
the witness, afterward took advantage of 
this mixture of numee, nnd permitted Mr. 
Slaughter to say Moore a number of limes, 
when he clearly meant Howard. 

The wituess continued his testimony: 
“There was a man killed in ward No. 2 while 
1 was a patient. 1 think his nemo was 
Schulte. I saw him after be was killed: the‘ ’ 
attendant came to niv room and told me he 
had a man that was killed, to get up aud help. 
John Scbite had charge of tho ward at the 
time. Maddox, another patient, was in the 
room that night when the man was killed. 
When I saw him lie was muffed and shackled. 

I heljied tie him up tho night before, and he 
was in the same fix the next morning. It 
was the attendant’s duty to watch this ward 
that night. 1 heard a noise in the room that 
night, as if some scuffling was going on on 
the floor. Billy Graves was in the room 
with me, and tried to get out to get into the 
room. When l saw the dead mau he looked 
like he just^might have been 

KNOCKED DOWN ON THE FLOOR 
where he wa*. After I beard the noise I 
saw some one come out of the room with a 
light. 1 was never asked about what 1 saw 
br Dr. Gale. Dr. Irvin may have 
asked me, but 1 don’t remember now. My 
reason for never saying anytuing was this: 

I did not know but what 1 might get back ns 
a patient some time, and if l had said any¬ 
thing the attendants might punish me fear¬ 
ful. John Bchite and l carried the dead mau 
to the dead-house. No examination was 
made by a dootor at that time, but it was 
some time afterward. In the foom where 
Schulte was killed was a large, heavy oak 
bucket; when I went in in the morning it 
was broken up in pieces. I don’t re¬ 
member whether the muffs were on 
Maddox the oven lug before; 1 helped to 
put the shackles on him though. A man 
could not pick up and strike with anything 
if h<‘ has muffs on. Lights are put ont in tho 
wards at night. Dr. Gale was kind to me 
during my stay. Ah attendant physician 
waited on me. Bchite was not kind to me; 
he 

KNOCKED AND BEAT ME CONSIDERABLY. 

I did not strike back, for fear of being 
ducked. I was ducked once while iu my 
mind; and behaved better afterward. I 
dod’t remember how many times I was 
ducked. 1 saw a patient strike an atten¬ 
dant; tho attendant always would get the 
best of it afterward and make the patient 
suffer. Several attendants struck and kicked 
me. I have ‘-eon a great main attendants 
strike patients. 1 never complained to Dr. 
Gale about being struck, for fear of my 
keeper. There was not a patient in the 
ward who dii not get struck at some time— 
that is, if they misbehaved. 1 never saw a 
towel-bath administered. I could find no 
fault with the food given us, aud our clothes 
were kept clean.” 

Mr. Russell questioned the patient. “I 
was a violent patient and had to be re¬ 
strained. I was ducked; and Maddox was 
ducked a great many times. I availed in it 
sometimes when I was a patient. I don’t 
know that I could name any oth«r man 
ducked. I could not state positively that 1 
was ever ducked, although 1 think I can re¬ 
member it. Shites beat roe considerably. 
He hit me with his fist. Dr. Gale would come 
iu every Sunday morning. He would ask 
how we were all getting along. He 
was kinl and attentive to us. I 
consider him now my best friend. 
His treatment of me was always very kind. 

I consider him now the best friend I have. 1 
nuver told him of any mistreatment to my¬ 
self or any one else. J*understnnd Bbites 
went to Cincinnati; also that he was dis¬ 
charged by Dr. Gale for mistreating patients. 

“1 spoke to a man [Tom Moore] one day 
last week. Ho asked me if I know how pa¬ 
tients had beeu mistreated, and l told him I 
did. This was the first time I had evar men¬ 
tioned the matter. I did not know his name. 

I lived near Seatonvllle when «ent to the 
asylum. I once, when an altendaut, told 
Dr. Gale of a patient being ducked. Mr. 
Moore [Howard] bad done the ducking. He 
wus, 1 think, discharged the next day. Mv 
duties kept me out on the farm—1 was not 
in [.he ward*. I never knew of auy cruelty 
being reported to Dr. Gale.” 

Dr. Jefferson questioned the witness: “I 
was subpivn&ed to come before this commit¬ 
tee. I am certain I have been ducked—after 
getting my mind l»ack. As near as I can re¬ 
member I*was ducked once for tearing up a 
bed, and again for mistreating a patient. 
When I behaved myself l was not ducked.” 

The witness was here told be could go, and 
the committoe adjourned until 10 o’clock this 
morning. _ _ _

Completion of tbs Organization of tho Prodooe 
Call Board— Bnainowi to be Com* 
mencod at Once- 


OBJECT OF THE ORGANIZATION. 


The representatives of the produce busi¬ 
ness of LouiBnlle have entered into an or¬ 
ganisation, under the rules of the Board of 
Trade, and henceforth that business will bo 
conducted more in accordance with the 
usages adopted in other large cites. The 
gram trade aud produce trade are now 
on an organised footing, and doubt¬ 
less other branchos of trade will 
•oon follow the exnmple in the 
Board of Trade, and Louisville business will 
adapt itself to the methods found so con¬ 
venient elsewhere. The Board of Trade 
rules and regulations for the Produce Trade 
have been printed iu^l pamphlet of sixteen 
pages, and on Thursday next the arrange¬ 
ments therein made will go into operation.

The rules cover dealings in butter, cheeso, 
eggs, fruits aud vegetables, with provision 
made for spot and future transactions.

That 
committee have taken in hand the grocery 
trade, and they hope to effect a move like 
that which the produce men have^ustaccom 
plishod. This effort will be greatly aided by 
ihe plan entered upon by the produce houses, 
as the two classes are very closely allied. 

The Produce Committee will inaugurate 
their call board at 10 o’clock on Thursday 
rooming next, and they invit* a full attend¬ 
ance of all members of the Board of Trade 
haring an interest in the devoiomnent of its 
usefulness, and especially a full attendance 
of nil the representative* of tho produce and 
grocery business. As it is a venture into a 
new field ‘of operation m Louisville it is 
hoped that every one will aid and encourage 
the undertaking.
